OTTAWA,  S«pt  11.— flhortly  aftw  1 
o'clock  tbo  Hous*  of  Common*  divided 
en  tko  lAurlor  amendment  to  the  war- 
tin*  eleotlone  net.  The  nmendment  wne 
rejected  on  «  etraisht  party  division  of 
4t  to  S4,  a  sovemment  majority  of  .12. 

Mr.  Pnfsley  mored  an  amendment 
iMlcrfilir  It  undeftrabre  to'  dlBfranchlM 
a  larve  number  of  people  who  had 
takon  the  oath  of  alledance  and  ful- 
nuad  tbo  duties  of  dtteenahlp  and  ez- 
preafMd  regret  that  the  franchise  had 
not  been  extended  to  all  the  woman  of 
Canada.  It  aet  forth  that  any  bill  la 
contrary  to  the  public  Intereet  which 
(alia  to  recovnlse  the  work  done  by 
#emen  In  connection  with  the  war. 
BpcBkinc  to  hla  amendment.  Mr.  Puita* 
ley  aald  the  bill  waa  all  a  pretence. 
Had  union  government  gone  through  the 
Nil  would  never  have  been  Introduced. 
The  bill,  he  aald.  failed  to  recognlae  the 
noble  work  of  thoae  women  who  were 
■ot  represented  at  the  front,  but  yet 
had  given  the  highest  service.  In  clos- 
ing, he  said,  that  never  In  the  htatory 
ef  Canada  had  such  an  unjust  measure 
boon  introduced. 

Mr.  Pugsley's  amendment  was  reject* 
•d  on  a  division  of  47  to  S4.  3.  A. 
Barratte,  of  Berthler,  voted  with  the 
Opposition.  The  second  reading  was 
then  carried  on  the  same  devlslon,

Robert  ^ord^  «^ked7  Wliat  is  to  be 
the  issiif  in  this  eleetlon?

Upon  the  necessity  of  send- 
ing relnforoementg  tto_  our  men  over- 
seas who  are  holding  there  tho  nrst 
battle  line  of  Canada.

)•  bs  forctd  into  combat.  More  than 
^Hit.  1.  have  raaaon  to  bellova  from 
ttatemants  that  have  come  to  me  from 
moot  reliable  soUross,  that  a  very  large 
4ttmb«r  of  these  men  will  bo  grateful 
t«r  iMing  exempted  from  compulsory 
lahitary  service  on  the  one  hand  and 
Mt  iMiag  called  upon  to  pronounce  their 
NdgmsBt  la  this  election  on  the  other." 


Bir,  Wilfrid  Laurier,  Sir  Robert  con- 
tinued,! has  developed  a  great  and  sud- 
dan  sympathy  for  granting  tha  fran* 
oklso  to  the  women  of  Canada.  The 
Prima  Minister  contends  that  the  wo- 
iB*n  of  Ontario,  Manitoba.  Saskatcbe- 
Ban,  AllMl^a  and  BrIUsh  Columbia, 
B«r«  not  entitled  to  vote  at  Federal 
elgotifOM,  Therefor*  the  bill  would  not 
dgprtW  theae  women  of  a  vote.  The 
QUMitloit^t  conferring  the  franchise  on 
all  the  ir»m*n  of  Canada  was  sur- 
rsuadsA  with  a  great  many  difileQl- 
tioa  wjilch  could  nut  b*  solved  within 
tha  four  weoka  comprising  the  llfe- 
tim*  ef  thia  ParHaiMnt.  One  eonaid- 
sratl*B  was  that  the  citlMnahip  of  a 
majerltjr  of  the  women  was  net  depen- 
dent iipea  anjr  Individual  application  en 
her  b^talf  for  naturalisation.  Her 
oltlssnnhlp.  with  one  trifling  exception, 
whieb  beoame  law  for  tha  flrst  time  in 
1114,  was  dependent  upon  the  eltlaen- 
shly  ef  her  husband.  What  was  the 
reoiody?  If  a  woman  waa  to  have  an 
aQnal  status  with  a  man  in  the  fran- 
chise, was  it  not  a  reasonable  thing 
that  ahe  should  have  an  equal  voice 
In  determining  what  her  citlsenship 
would  be.  This  would  Imply  amend- 
ments to  the  naturalisation  law.  and. 
this  eould  not  be  aeeemplished  in  the 
remaining    weeks    ef   parliament. 

Th*  posHion  on  which  the  Oovern- 
ment  has  proceeded  was  that  of  ser- 
vice and  aacrinee;  S00.00«  men  of  the 
best  that  Canada  could  produoe,  had 
4Vone  overseas.  It  would  depend  en- 
tirely upon  military  operation*  aa  to 
how  many  ef  those  men  would  have 
an  opportunity  to  vote,  and  It  wae  ua- 
der*t«od  that  many  of  them  would  not 
have   that    opportunity. 

|fere  than  that.  Sir  Robert  continued. 
tMoe  ef  them  are  buried  in  France 
and  In  Flanders,  and  la  It  net  rtgiit 
that  the  Immediate  relative*  of  the 
n»9n  should  speak  on  their  behalf  when 
the  Issues  of  the  election  come  to  be 
IMssedT  There  are  also  some  theueand* 
ef  tbeee  men  prisoners  In  Oermany. 
undergoing  hardshtpa  and  privations, 
to  whom  it  Is  impossible  to  give  the 
opportunity  to  rote  at  th*  Impending 
election.     Is  it  not  right  that  someone 
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in  this  country  should  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  speak  on  their  behalf?  There 
are  thousands  of  these  men  in  British 
forces  who  are  'residents  and  iirould 
have  had  the  right  to  vote  at  the  next 
election  except  for  this  war  and  the 
•orvlce  they  are  giving,  and  I  think 
tt  right  some  person  ^n  thts  country 
nhould  apeak  on  their   behalf. 

"These  are  the  reasons  and  the  con- 
siderations which  have  impelled  the 
Oovernment  to  propose  this  measure  to 
Parliament.  It  Is  the  voice  speaking 
for  the  men  who  are  serving  the  coun- 
try overseas,  and  also  those  who  will 
serve  It  in  the  future,  and  also  those 
who  have  died  that  Canada  might  live."

Government  Has  Majority  of 
Six  on  Vote  In  Senate— Two 
Opposition  Amendments  Are 
Defeated.

WINTER  PALACE,  PETROGRAD 
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Government  Is  Said  by  Papers 
to  Have  Bad  Record — Ger-

OTTAWA,  Sept.  10.— At  11  o'clock 
tonight  th^  bill  to  acquire  the  capital 
ateck  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Rail- 
way at  a  price  to  b*  IVXfd  by  jikrl^itraUon 
seevrad  seeead  readUW  la  t|w  teaata  by 
a  vote  of  41  to  ST.  or.  a.  majority  of 
six  for  the  Oovernment.  Three  Oovem- 
raeat  members,  6enatore  Beaublen, 
Montplaislr  and  Landry  voted  with  the 
Oppobition,  while  Senator  EMwards,  on 
the  Opposition  side,  voted  with  the 
Oovernment. 

Tha  amendment  of  Senator  Bostock, 
Libei'al  leader,  calling  for  the  submis- 
sion of  a  mass  of  information,  was  de- 
feated, as.  waa  also  a  further  amend- 
ment of  Senator  Power,  which  provided 
that  the  legislation  of  1914  should  be 
invoked  for  the  acquirement  of  the  sys- 
tem, and  that  the  capital  atock  be  de- 
clared to  possess  no  value. 

Both  amendments  were  voted  down 
by  a  Ooverifment   majority   of  six. 

Senator  Belcourt  then  moved  that  the 
bill  Bhould  not  be  given  a  second  read- 
ing until  the  Oovernment  assurance 
that  it  would  enforce  the  provision  In 
the  contract  of  1*14.  providing  that,  in 
connection  with  the  main  and  the 
branch  lines  of  the  C.  N.  R.,  Mackensle 
and  Mann  should  make  no  claim  for 
eontraetora'  "profits  or  for  similar  ser- 
vice." A  division  was  taken  and  the 
vote  was  the  same.  41  to  37. 

Senator  Bostook  asked  if  the  Oovern- 
ment would  undertake  to  hava  the  bill 
amended  in  committee  so  that  the 
maximum  limit  of  payment  for  shares 
would    ba   indicated. 


LONDON.  Sept.  10. — Bngland,  like  the 
whole  of  Europe,  was  anxiously  await- 
ing today  wliat  Sweden  would  have  to 
say  regarding  Washington's  revelatlona 
of  the  uae  of  her  diplomatic  service  for 
forwarding  dispatches  from  the  Oerman 
legation  in  Argentina. 

The  opinion  is  expressed  in  circles 
with  knowledge  of  Swedish  political 
conditions  that  the  Swedish  Government 
will  not  allow  the  full  publication  of  the 
revelations  In  nweden  because  of  the 
elections  now  In  progress  there 

The  press  is  Inclined  to  differentiate 
between  the  Oovernment  and  the  people, 
and  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  peo^ 
pia,  if  they  have  the  opportunity,  will 
repudiate  the  action  of  their  repreaenta- 
tlve  In  the  Argentina  end  of  the  Foreign 
OfSoe.     , 

The  Swedish  .Oovernment,  says  The 
Standard,  has  a  very  bad  record  behind 
Hii  ii'Ua-aetleat'^-aayatha  newspaper, 
"has  from  the  first  been  Inspired  by 
dynastic  partialities,  and  It  has  bad  to 
be  warned  repeatedly  concerning  its 
conduct.  The  Oerman  consort  at  StocV- 
h<4m  has  almost  rivalled  the  part  played 
by  th)  Kaiser's  sister  In  Athens.  It  Is 
clear  that  no  bargain  made  with  n  Oov- 
ernment led  by  such  Influences  can  be 
regarded  as  binding." 

The  Pall  Mall  Oaeette  says  that  what- 
ever explanation  Sweden  offers,  'it  can- 
not overturn  the  fact  that  she  has  fla- 
srantly  broken  her  neutrality,"  and  says 
that  the  British  Oovernment,  which  has 
In  its  hands  the  cables  serving  neutral 
cnnntriea,  should  close  the  "channels 
whereby  information  may  percolate 
either  to  or  from  Oermany." 

The  Olobe,  In  Its  comment  on  the 
revelatlns,  says: 

It  should  be  borne  In  mind  at  present 
that  the  Swedish  nation  Is  not  itself  In- 
dicted. But  the  diplomats,  and  pos- 
sibly the  Oerman  Queen,  are  certainly 
Involved  in  one  of  the  gravest,  most  fla- 
grant scandals  of  modem  times." 

Tha  Olobe  goes  on  to  say  It  Is  willing 
to  mak'i  allowances  for  Swedish  fears 
of  Ruarla,  but  even  that'  "cannot  con- 
done the  black  treachery  helping  the 
ir-boat  campaign.  In  the  hands  of  the 
Allies,  the  blockade  weapon  can  be  ex- 
tremely potent  where  neutrals  are  con- 
cerned," saya  The  Olobe.

The  plan  of  the  Minister  will  be  to 
cover  the  entire  Dominion  with  a  pro- 
gramme which  will  emphasise  the  ne-

Irrespective 
of  political  affiliations  or  nationality, 
will  unite  In  co-operating  in  making  it 
a  success.  AH  surmises  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  interest  yielded  on  the 
issue  will  be  without  official  sanction.

PBTROORAD,  Sept.  10.— Premier 
Kerensky  today  Issued  a  proclanoation 
addressed  to  the  army,  the  fleet  of  the 
nation,  and  also  to .  the  committees  of 
the  army  at  the  front  outlining  the  at- 
tempted coup  of  Oeneral  KomtlxKr 
through  Vladimir  Nloalalevltch  Lvofl! 
and  the  measures  that  had  been  taken 
aa  a  reeult. 

Regarding  Oeneral  Lokomsky,  the 
Premier  says: 

The  chief  of  staff,  Oeneral  Lokom- 
sky, also  proved  a  traitor.  He  refUssd 
to  carry  out  the  provisional  Oovern- 
ment's  order  to  assume  command  of 
the  armies  in  view  of  Kornlloff's  dis- 
missal, indicating  to  the  provisional 
Oovernment  the  possibility  of  civil  war 
at  the  front,  the  opening  up  of  the 
front  to  the  Oermans  and  tfte  conclu- 
alon  of  a  separate  peace.  The  Oovern- 
ment in  In  full  agreement  with  the  ex- 
ecutive of  the  Workmen's  and  Soldiers' 
deputlee  for  taking  measures  for  the 
crushing  of  the  counter-revolutionary 
plot  instituted  by  traitors  to  the 
Fatherland." 

After  announcing  the  dismissal  of 
Korniloff  and  stating,  that  he  would  be 
punished  for  treachery,  the  proclama- 
tion adds:

The  proclamation  refere  to  the  state* 
ments  of  the  Workmen's  and  Boldiero^ 
delegates,  snggaattng  thar  tha  anay  and 
navy  ignore  oomraanda  issuel  by  Oea- 
erala^^ornlloff  and  Lokomaky,  and 
adds: 

"All  the  army  organiaations  sbpuld 
give  the  Oovernment  and  the  exeotttlvo 
of  the  Workmen's  and  iioldiers^  dale- 
gates  decisive  co-operation  and  aupport 
in  ihelr  struggle  against  th*  counter- 
revolution. The  conspiracy  baa  no  deep 
roota  among  the  commanding  ofltoera  oC 
the  army.  Jt  Is  neceasary  to  praserve 
full  calm  and  firmness  and  to  uss  every 
exertion  In  the  struggle  with  the  ex- 
ternal enemy.  All  events  and  meaaures 
taken  by  army  organisations  should  be 
indicated  to  the  workers'  and  aoMiera' 
organise  tlona.

Vladimir  Lvoff,  who  was  arrested, 
was  first  imprisoned  in  the  Wtntar 
Palace,  but  now  has  been  sent  aadar 
a  heavy  guard  to  the  Petnwavlevsk 
fortress.

At  1  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon,  aftar 
Premier  Kerenaky  had  inspected  a 
deputetion  of  Russian  soldiers  from  the 
Balkans,  Deputy  Lvoff  called  him  by 
telephone  and  demanded  an  intorviaw, 
declaring  that  hie  mission  was  of  great 
ImporUnce.  At  the  istorvlew  Lroft  da- 
clared  that  he  had  oome  ae  Oen.  Kami- 
100*0  plenipotentiury  In  order  to  deaaad 
the  eurrender  of  ail  power  into  Korat- 
lolTe  bands.  M.  LvoH  aald  tliat  hla  da* 
roand  did  not  emaaato  from  Morailoff 
only,  but  was  sapportad  by  a  "Oraup 
of  political  workers,"  meaaiag  aa  or* 
ganisatlon  of  Duma  oMmbara,  Maaeaw 
Interests  and  other  conservatives  which 
had  played  the  role  of  oppeeltion  at  the 
national  conference  at  Moecow. 

Thie  group,  eaid  M.  Lvoff,  did  not 
object  to  Kerensky  pereonally,  but  de- 
manded that  he  transtpr  the  portfolio 
of  war  to  M.  Savlnkoff,  Aasistont  MlB< 
later  of  War,  who  all  along  has  aup- 
ported  KornllolTs  demands.  M.  Lvall 
added:

But  the  bill  would  not  appeal  to  fair- 
minded  people.  Mr.  Sinclair  sugcested 
that  the  Sollcitor-Oeneral  should  chance 
the  title  of  the  bill  to  "The  War-Time 
Prussian  Junker  Act."  The  purpose  of 
the  bill  was  to  establish  a  military  au- 
teeraey.  "We  on  this  side,"  said  Mr. 
Sinclair,    "favor   democracy^." 

Mr.  Sinclair,  referring  to  the  South 
African  War,  raised  a  lausb  by  refer- 
ring to  l)on.  Arthur  Melghen  as  the 
"Paul  iCruger  of  Portage  la  Prairie." 
Mr.  Sinclair  said  the  Oovemment  was 
afraid  to  face  the  electorate  in  a  fair 
light 

Dr.  Edwards,  of  Frontenao,  who  fol- 
lowed, disputed  the  statenfient  that  the 
bill  would  disfrancchise  one  million  wo* 
men  in  Canada. 

The  right  to  vote  could  not  be  taken 
away  from  the  women,  he  said,  because 
they  do  not  possess  the  vote. 

Replying'  to  Mr.  Sinclair's  remarks 
about  the  South  African  War,  Dr.  Kd- 
wards  said  that,  the  Iiiherat  Oovem- 
ment of  that  day  stood  untU  they  were 
forced  to  act.  The  policy  of  the  Oppo- 
sition today  is  te  stand  still.  Had  the 
Liberals  been  In  power  very  few  sol- 
diers would  have  'been  sent  overseas. 
Dr.  BMIwards  asserted.       . 

Dr.  Bdwards  said  that  the  time  was 
not  ripe  for  woman  suffrage  in  On- 
tario. No  one  would  claim  that  even 
the  women  who  have  ^eyoted  their  time 
to  war  work  have  as  much  right  to  vote 
as  the  relatives  of  soldiers  overseas. 

These  women,  he  said,  should  have 
the  right  to  see  that  they  are  not  put 
to  shame  by  a  Oovemment  supported 
by  the  disloyal  elements  of  the  country. 
■Ir  WIUHd'B  Ooatsatleae 
■Ir  Wilfrtd  lAurler,  who  followed, 
first  reviewed  conditions  which  hav^ 
existed  In  Canada  In  regard  to  the  fran- 
chise, explaining  that  up  to  ltt6  the 
franchise  was  on  the  basis  of  Provin- 
cial lists.  Thei^  a  Federal  act  was 
passed  whicb  remained  in  force  until 
ll>7.  when  It  was  again  decided  to 
adopt  the  Provincial  lists.  Rveryone, 
he  said,  would  agree  that  the  Provin- 
cial lists  have  given  the  greatest  amount 
of  satisfaction.  In  the  United  States, 
he  said,  the  principle  of  state  franchise 
prevailed. 

The  bill  now  under  dlaousaton.  white 
adopting  the  principle  of  Provincial 
franchise,  modinea  It  In  some  important 
particulars.  In  the  four  Western  Prdv- 
vinces  for  Instancew  the  Provincial 
franchise  makea  no  distinction  between 
class  and  clasa,  but  th|a  bill  provides 
that  one  Important  branch  of  the  com- 
munity shall  be  denied  the  right  to  vote. 
Mr.  Melghen  roae  to  assert  :^hat  the 
Provincial  lists  make  eome  distinctions. 
"Not  so  far  as  British  subjects  are 
concerned,"  Sir  Wilfrid  replied. 


^Tha  Oovsrnment  proposed  to  enfran- 
chise the  female  relations  of  ths  sol- 
diers at  ths  front  He  thoroughly  ap- 
proved of  this.  Thsso  women  had  made 
suprsms  sacrlftces,  but  other  women  who 
had  not  the  privilege  and  plaaaure  of 
being  repreaentad  at  the  front  had 
worked  day  and  night  had  dona  every-, 
thing  short  of  actually  BOlng  to  the 
tranches.  Should  they  not  also  obtain 
the  right  to  vote? 

The  measure,  said  Sir  Wilfrid,  was 
one  which  could  not.be  accepted  by  a 
free  ParlUmeat  It  was  not  a  wM 
measure,  it  waa  a  retrograde  and  a  Ger- 
man measure. 

"Do  you  believe,"  said  Sir  Wilfrid, 
"that  after  tho  war. la  over,  when  we 
send  our  Immigration  agents  to  Europe 
to  ask  for  Immigrants  that  they  will 
gel  them.  If  we  paaa  this  leglslatlonT 
Do  you  think  that  immlgranta  will  be 
disposed  to  come  to  a  country  where  we 
forsake  our  pledges  T  No,  they  will  go 
U  the  United  States,  where  they  are  as- 
IsuFe^r  6r"thelr  rights  as  crtlsens.^'

In  closing."  Sir  Wilfrid  said  that  the 
United  SU|es  had  made  more  progress 
for.  war  in  six  months  than  Canada  had 
In  three  years,  yet  no  one^  thought  of 
disfranchising  any  citlsens,  although  the 
country  was  dver-run  with  spies. 

Sir  Wilfrid  closed  by.  moving  an 
amendment  declaring  that  the  bill 
should  not  be  read  a  second  time,  be- 
cause it  constitutes  an  infringement  of 
Provincial  franchises  and  is  "contrary 
to  the  peace,  order  and  good  government 
of  Canada." 

Vtsmlefe  Beply 

Sir  Robert  B<^en,  who  followed,  took 
Issue  with  Sir  Wilfrid's  sUtement  that 
the  United  States  had  done  more  In  alx 
months  than  Canada  had  in  three  years. 
Had  she  done  as  well  as  Canada  had 
done  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  she 
would  have  five  hundred  thousand  men 
ready  for  ths  trenches.  The  leader  of 
the  Opposition  would  not  propose  to 
place  Canadian  citlsens  of  alien  enemy 
birth  In  the  firing  line.  It  would  be  un- 
natural and  cruel  to  do  so. 

If  the  Government  was  disposed  to 
take  that  courss  the  mlliUry  authori- 
ties would  object.  He  did  not  for  a 
moment  challenge  the  loyalty  of  these 
men,  tout  no  one  could  doubt  but  they 
have  some  sympathlea  for  relatives 
overseas. 

if  citlsens  of  alien  enemy  birth  can 
not  be  called  UPon  to  fight  they  should 
not  be  given  the  right  to  exercise  the 
francfhise.  8\r  Robert  said  he  had  aeen 
letters  which  made  him  believe  a  Urge 
numb«r  of  these  men  would  be  glad  to 
be  dropped  from  the  voters'  list  at  the 
present  time.     / 

Sir  Robert  denied  that  the  bill  before 
the  House  would  deprive  women  of  their 
votes,  although  ^t  would  extend  the  vote 
to  the  relatives  of  soldiers. 

"We  are  coming."  he  said,  "to  the 
point  where  women  must  have  the  same 
right  to  vote  as  men,  but  there  are  cer- 
tain considerations  which  must  first 
come  under  review."  "The  citlsenshlp 
of  married  women,  he  said,  is  dependent 
upon  the  citlsenshlp  of  their  husbands. 
Therefore,  an  alien  woman  who  marries 
a  British  subject  becomes  a  British  sub- 
ject. The  women  of  this  country,  he 
said,  are  fully  alive  to  this  oonsidera- 
tlon,  more  particularly  as  a  Brltlsh-born 
woman  who  marries  an  alien  loses  her 
citlrenehlp.  Therefore,  the  naturalisa- 
tion laws  must  be  ^mended  before  the 
franchise  can  be  extended  to  all  wo- 
men. This  could  not  be  done  this  aes- 
sion.  Sir  Robert  said  no  one  would  deny 
the  r»ght  of  female  relatives  of  soldiers 
to  vote.  The  principle  adopted  by  the 
bill  as  explained  was  "service  4nd  sac- 
rifice." The  women  relatlvea  of  aoldiera 
who  have  died  and  who  will  die  and  of 
thoae  thousands  who  are  prisoners  In 
Germany  should,  above  all,  have  the 
right  to  a  say  In  the  affairs  of  their 
country.

CANADIAN  HKADQUARTER8  IN 
PRANCE.  8«pt  »,— (By  th«  Canadian 
Overseas  Correapoodent) — Lieut.  H. 
Balnbrldxe  Johnson  and  laeut.  David 
James  Moore,  both  ofllcers  of  an  On- 
tario battalion,  Itave  been  awarded  the 
Military  Croea  for  conspicuous  gal- 
lantry durinc  a  raid  into  the  enemy's 
lines  a  few  days  before  the  attack  on 
Ulll  70.  The  raiders,  wiio  numbered 
several  hundred  men,  were  at  some 
points  held  up  by  strons  wire,  which 
was  cut  under  their  supervision  while 
heavy  shell  Ins  was  In  prosress.  John- 
son also  carried  one  of  his  wounded 
men  back  to  our  lines. 

Pte.  Henry  Ijome  McFayden,  of  the 
same  battalion,  has  been  slven  a  Dis- 
tinguished Conduct  Medal  for  splendid 
devotion  to  duty  while  acting  as  a 
stretcher-bearer.  When  the  raiders 
withdrew  several  wounded  men  bad  to 
be  left  behind  in  shell-holes  close  to 
the  enemy's  line.  McFayden  remained 
with  them  for  two  days  and  a  night, 
used  his  clothing  to  bind  their  wounds 
snd  make  them  more  corafonable.  and 
eventually  brought  all  the  wounded  men 
back    Into  our  lines. 

For  servlcos  performed  under  cir- 
cumstances of  great  danger  in  securing 
the  co-ordination  work  of  ths  artillery 
and  infantry  during  an  assault  on  an 
enemy  position,  Lieuts.  James  Howard 
£llwood.  B.  Kdmond  Scott,  Leslie  Frank 
Burrows  and  Lawrence  B.  Tillson,  ofll- 
cers of  the  Canadian  Field  Artillery, 
have  received  the  Military  Crwni  and 
Frederick  Qrahan^  Johnston,  of  the 
same  branch  of  the  service,  a  bar  to 
the  Military  Csoss.  Capts.  Thomas  Her- 
itert  Bell  and  Stanley  Oraham  Ross,  of 
the  Canadian  Medical  Corps,  for  con- 
spicuous gallantry  in  tbs  evacuation  ot 
the  wounded  during  forty-eight  hours 
spent  ander  heavy  shell-ttre  on  the  bat- 
tlefield of  Lens,  August  15  and  K,  have 
been  awarded   the  MiliUry  Medat. 

The  Award  of  the  MUitary  Medal  to 
twenty-four  non-commissioned  officers 
and  men  of  a  French-Canadian  battalion 
which  did  gallant  work  at  the  capture 
of  Hill  70  and  had  already  earned  high 
praise  for  its  Ane  achievements  at 
Courcelette,  shows  that  the  men  of 
Quebec  province  had  a  full  share  in 
our  recent  victory.  Here  are  some  rec- 
ords of  French-Canadian  valor  in  the 
official  statement  as  to  the  reasons  for 
the  award  of  Military  Medals: 

Pte.  Joseph  Roussln.  single-handed  at- 
tacked and  killed  Hve  Germans  and  took 
three  other  prisoner.  He  was  seriously 
wounded  in  the  arm  by  a  bayonet 
thrust. 

Pte.  Hllalron  Lapointe,  single-handed, 
charged  and  killed  the  crew  of  an  en- 
emy machine  gun  and  captured  the  gun 
iust  in  time  to  save  ths  lives  ^  of  two 
advancing   sections. 

Pte.  Adrlen  Brien,  during  an  attack 
on  Hill  70,  rushed  a  Oerman  machine 
gun  which  was  causing  casualties.  He 
killed  the  crew  and  captured  the  gun. 

The  tale  of  M.  DoIIard,  who  went  out 
to  die  that  his  fellow-colonists  ot  New 
I<'rance  might  live,  is  recalled  by  the 
bravery  ot  Cpl.  Dollard  Laflame,  ot 
whom  it  ta  said:  "In  charge  ot  L>ewis 
gims,  he  posted  them  with  marked  abil- 
ity, and  kept  moving  about  from  seor 
tion  to  section,  cheering  his  men  up 
under  heavy  shelling.  During  an  ensmy 
counter-attack  he  remained  with  his 
section  at  a  most  critical  spot  in  the 
line  and  was  to  a  great  extent  responsi- 
ble for  tbe  results  of  one  counter-at- 
tack." 

One  can  almost  see  through  the  smoke 
of  battle  the  powerful  frame  and  fear- 
less face  of  Sgt.  Joseph  Arthur  Naud, 
of  whom  the  record  says  that  in  the 
battle  of  August  21,  on  the  soiHhem 
slope  of  HIM  70,  he  led  a  party  of  men 
to  tbe  front  line  under  intense  barrage 
■  Are.  He  himself  carried  as  much  am- 
munition through  this  barrage  as  two 
ordinary   men   could   have  carried. 

Of  Stretcher-Benrer  Joseph  Deroplre  It 
it  said  that  he  attended  to  the  wound- 
ed In  an  intense  artillery  fire  without 
thought  of  his  own  safety.  Many  ot 
those  he  carried  to  a  place  of  safety 
on  his  back.

LiONDON.  Sept  10.— Cam  mooting  on 
the  Swedish  disclosures.  The  L>ally 
News,  under  tha  beadhig.  "The  latest 
perfldy."  says: 

"It  Is  imiMssible  to  foresee  what  af- 
fect the  astonlKhlng  revelations  will 
have  on  the  general  course  ot  tbe  war 
If  further  evidence  were  needed  uf  the 
cynical  bruUllty  with  which  Germany 
flghts,  it  Is  surely  here.  Among  the 
ruffians  to  whom  the  German  public  ser- 
vice appears  to  afford  refuge  in  such 
numbers.  Lux-burg,  German  charge 
d'affaires  in  Argentina.  Is  entitled  to  a 
very  prominent  place." 

The  Daily  News  thinks  it  Is  scarcely 
credible  that  Argentina  public  opinion, 
even  If  the  Argentine  Government  were 
willing,  will  tolerate  a  continuance  of 
friendly  relations  with  Germany. 

"It  Is  Btlll  possible  to  hope."  The 
Dally  News  says,  "thst  Luxburg's  ac- 
tual use  of  the  concession  granted  him, 
in  plain  Kngltsh.  the  prospect  of  murder 
on  the  high  seas,  was  unknown  to  the 
ofHclal,  but  scarcely  could  have  been  un- 
suspected, snd  at  best  the  concession 
ItHeir  Is  an  abuse  of  confldence  which 
clearly  can  not  be  tolerated. 

"On  the  other  hand,  there  are  grave 
reasons  why,  i>endlng  Swedish  explana- 
tions, the  matter  should  be  handled  cau- 
tiously. The  pending  Swedish  elections 
may  result  In  a  decisive  defeat  of  the 
German  propagandlats,  and  it  would  be 
folly  to  destroy  the  effort  of  labor  on 
behalf  of  the  Entente  officer  HJalmar 
Br«nt<fiy  (fl^ia.;i«^  leader  In.  the  srrtmil 
chamber  of  the  Swedish  Parliament) 
and  the  party  he  represents." 

mpleaMtle  3>syUtey 

The  Dally  Mall,  In  an  editorial,  con- 
gratulates the  American  intelllgenr* 
service  on  the  "second  great  exploit  ot 
this  year,"  and  says:  "A  blacker  piece 
ot  diplomatic  deviltry  on  Germany's  part 
never  'was  exposed,  while  on  Sweden's 
part  there  Is  an  offence  against  neutral- 
ity and  against  every  decency  of  inter- 
national intercourse  deep,  deliberate  and 
despicable — how  despicable  can  only  be 
realised  when  we  recall  that  Sweden  has 
herself  suffered  from  such  outrages  as 
she  is  assisting  Germany  to  inflict  upon 
Argentina. 

"Such  conduct  combines  maximum 
cowardice  with  maximum  treachery,  and 
we  are  confident  that  every  honest 
Swede  will  promptly  resent  It  as  a  cruel 
stain  upon  national  honor  and  demand  a 
strict  accounting  from  the  Government 
that  juggled  the  country  Into  a  position 
so  basely  callous  and  dishonorable. 

"As  matters  stand,  the  Allies  liave 
every  excuse  for  treating  Sweden  as  a 
country  that  has  gone  over  to  the 
enemy." 

The  Dally  Chronicle  says:  "Though 
only  three  ot  these  messages  have  been 
dragged  to  light  It  Is  perfectly  clear 
from  their  contents  that  they  form  part 
of  an  extensive  and  habitual  correspon- 
dence which  Is  especially  concerned  with 
apprising  the  Oerman  authorities  on 
ship  saltings,  In  order  that  their  sub- 
marines might  sink  them." 
Varty  to  Oriaw 
Commenting  on  the  Swedish-Argen- 
tina disclosures.  The  Manchester  Guar- 
dian assumes  that  the  Swedish  Foreign 
Office  knew  the  contents  of  the  cipher 
messages.  It  would  be  fairly  easy  for 
It  to  learn  them,  the  newspaper  declares, 
as  It  points  out  that  what  could  be  de- 
coded by  employees  of  the  United  States 
Government  could  be  decoded  by  em- 
ployees of  the  Swedish  Government. 

"But  even  If  It  did  not"  continues  The 
Guardian,  "Its  responsibility  Is  not  less 
great  It  gave  a  blank  cheque  which 
could  be  and  was  In  fact  U8ed<  by  one 
belligerent  against  other  belligerents 
and  neutrals." 

The  Guardian  continues  that  the 
Swedish  Foreign  Office  made  Itself  a 
party  to  the  crime  of  planning  the  mur- 
der of  Argentine  seamen  and  the  sinking 
of  Argentine  ships,  and  continues: 

"We  are  tempted  to  ask  whether 
Swedish  Cabinets  put  themselves  at  the 
disposition  of  Germany  out  of  pure,  dls- 
Interented  seal,  or  whether  they  were 
promined  an  equivalent.  Is  there  any 
secret  compact,  Iri  which,  perhaps,  the 
future  of  Finland  finds  a  placet' 

NEW  YORK,  Sept.  10.— Referring  edi- 
torially to  the  State  Department's  ex- 
pose of  the  German  intrigue  in  Argen- 
tine, The  New  York  Times  says:  "Of 
course  the  minister  at  Buenos  Ayres 
who  forwarded  Luxburg's  frightful  com- 
munications under  cover  of  his  own 
sacred  character  will  be  made  a  scape- 
goat. There  Is  no  legal  evidence  as  yet 
which  Involves  the  Swedish  Government 
But  International  courtesy  cannot  be 
stretched  to  the  point  of  endangering 
tbe  Allies'  cause  or  the  lives  of  their 
sailors.  The  Allies  may  have  to  accept 
Sweden's  forthcoming  protestations  that 
she  knew  nothing  of  what  was  going  on 
In  her  legation  at  Buenos  Ayres.  But 
they  should  insist,  since  these  unfortun- 
ate accidents  happen,  that  Sweden  con- 
sent to  forego  during  the  rest  of  the  war 
the  international  courtesy  by  which  her 
diplomatic  correspondence  Is  allowed  to 
pass  the  censorship." 


PBTROGOflAO.  Sept.  ».  vU  London. 
tSept  10. — Premier  Kerensky  has  de- 
clared that  a  state  ot  war  exists  in  the 
town  and  district  at  Petrograd.  and  has 
ordered  Geaerul  Komlloft,  Commandar- 
In-Chlef  of  the  Russian  armies,  to  re- 
sign in  consequence  of  General  Kaml- 
lofTs  demand  for  supreme  power.  Gen- 
eral Klembovsky  has  been  appointed 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Premier  Kerensky  has  isaued  the  fol- 
lowing proclamation: 
I  'On  September  >  a  memlwr  of  the 
Duma.  M.  Lvoff.  arrived  In  Petrograd 
and  called  upon  me  in  tha  name  of  Gen- 
eral Kornlloir  to  hand  over  the  civil  and 
military  powers  to.  tha  Generalissimo, 
who  would  form  a  new  Government  at 
his  pleasure.  The  authenticity  of  this 
summons  wss  afterwards  confirmed  by 
General  Kornlloff  himself,  who  had  a 
conversation  with  me  over  the  direct 
telegraphic  wire  between  Petrograd  and 
Main  Headquarters. 

ViaaUax'a  Aottaa 

"Considering  the  summons  addressed 
through  me  to  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment as  an  attempt  from  certain  quar- 
ters to  profit  by  the  difficult  situation  of 
the  country  and  to  entabllsh  a  state  of 
things  contrary  to  the  conquests  of  the 
revolution,  the  Provisional  Government 
has  recognised  the  necessity  ot  charg- 
ing me  for  the  safety  of  the  republican 
regime,  to  take  urgent  Indispensable 
measures  necessary  to  cut  ot  the  roots 
all  attempts  against  tha  supreme  power 
and  rights  of  Hha  oMsaas  4Soa  -by  the 
revolution. 

"I.  therefore,  tor  the  maintenance  In 
the  country  of  liberty  and  public  order, 
am  Uking  all  measures,  which  I  shall 
announce  at  the  proper  moment  to  the 
people.  At  the  same  time  I  order  G«n- 
eral  Komiloff  to  hand  over  his  functions 
to  General  Klemtwvsky.  Coramanter-in- 
Chief  of  the  armies  on  tha  northern 
front  which  bar  the  way  to  Petrograd, 
and  I  order  General  Klemt>ovsky  to  as- 
sume the  functions  of  Generalissimo, 
while  remsining  at  Fskoff. 

"Secondly,  I  declare  a  state  of  war  in 
the  town  and  dlatrlct  of  Petrograd. 

"I  appeal  to  all'  citlxens  to  remain 
calm,  maintain  the  order  necessary  tor 
the  Fatherland  and  the  army  and  navy, 
and  tranquilly  and  faithfully  fulfll  their 
duty  to  tha  Fatherland  against  tha 
enemy." 

Ooaafdarai  WlHUUam 

Members  of  the  provisional  Govern- 
ment In  conversation  wltli  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Associated  Press  today, 
stated  that  the  Ministers  had  reached 
an  agreement  regarding  the  following 
points  ot  view: 

The  Government  regards  KomilofTs 
pronunclamento  as  an  act  ot  rebellion, 
a  dangerous  adventure  and  4  threat  to 
the  revolution  and  liberty,  which,  unless 
the  ultimatum  is  withdrawn,  must  ba 
ruthlessly  suppressed. 

Tha  Government  has  no  doubt  that  It 
has  at  its  disposal  sufficient  loyal  troops 
and  tha  orarwhelming  support  ot  the 
populace  to  ena/blo  it  to  ezecota  this 
programme. 

When  M.  Lvolt  saw  Premier  Kerensky 
on  Saturday  and  presented  General 
KornllofTs  demands.  It  developed  today. 
he  told  the  Premier  that  an  organisa- 
tion of  Duma  members,  Moscow  Indus- 
trial interests  and  other  Conservatives 
who  played  the  role  ot  the  opposition 
at  the  recent  Moscow  conference  were 
supporting  General  Komiloff.  These 
Interests,  said  M.  Lvoff,  were  not  against 
Premier  Kerensky.  who  was  Invited  to 
general  headquarters  to  meet  General 
KomUofT.  The  Premier  refused  the  de- 
mands of  M.  Lvoff,  who  was  then  ar- 
rested,  and  under  examination  gav*  the 
details  of  the  conspiracy. 

An  official  statement  says  General 
Lovomsky  "also  proved  a  traitor."  re- 
fusing to  take  command  of  the  Russian 
armies  In  succession  to  General  Koml- 

Ths  soldiers'  and  workmen's  body,  tha 
statement  says,  has  ordered  all  the  army 
organisations  to  o<bey  the  Provisional 
Government  against  the  conspiracy. 
sUtIng  that  General  Kornllolt  will  b« 
punished  for  treachery  and  that  General 
Klembovsky    will    provlsionaUy  ■"

Britlah  Columfbla  has  lost.  In  the 
death  of  Captain  James  O.  Warren,  one 
of  the  pioneers  who  Uid  the  foundations 
of  the  coasting  trade  of  this  Provlnca^ 
which  has  now  grown  to  large  propor- 
tions. He  came  here  from  Prince  Kd- 
ward  Island  at  a  time  when  the  Prov- 
ince was  in  its  infancy,  when  travel 
along  the  coast  line  was  attended  by 
many  dlfllcultiea,  chief  among  which 
was  the  antagenlstio  attitude  of  the  In- 
dians to  the  advent  of  tha  white  man. 
Tbe  policy  of  intimidation,  accompanied 
in  some  instaaces  by  actual  murder, 
acted  for  some  time  ^  a  restraint  upon 
trade.  *  But  Captain  Warren,  who  came 
of  United  Bmpire  I<oyallst  stock,  was 
not  the  type  to  submit  to  hostllitlss  In 
carrying  out  bis  lawful  purpose.  When 
the  Indians  came  to  attack  his  vessel, 
the  Thornton,  he  got  his  blow  In  flrst, 
and,  although  only  supported  br  two  or 
three  other  armed  men  aboard,  ho  con- 
tinued the  battle  until  the  natives  had 
Huftered  a  aanguinary  defeat. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  resource  and 
initiative,  one  who  throughout  a  life 
crowded  with  achievement  saw  many 
of  the  upa  and  downs  of  fortune,  but 
was  always  equal  to  either.  Ha  was  a 
pioneer  in  the  sealing  industry,  the  flrst 
to  Induce  the  Indians  to  take  up  th* 
hunting  of  seala,  an  industry  which 
brought  them  much  profit.  At  one  time 
the  late  Captain  was  the  owner  of  tha 


Argentina'b  wheat  crop,  which  will  be 
harvested  in  December  and  January,  is 
oaclally  estimated  at  aS9,676,000,  as 
compared  with  77,444,000  bushels  last 
year.  India,  which  harvests  in  Febru- 
ary and  March  next,  will  have  a  heavy 
crop.  There  will  ba^TW  shortage  of^ 
wheat  during  the  next  twelve  months. 
Tha  problem  is  to  find  tbe  shipping  to 
transport  it  where  it  is  most  needed. 


There  ia  an  erroneous  impression 
abroad  that  the  Canadians  lost  21,000 
men  in  the  recent  fighting  before  Lens. 
It  Is  based  on  a  cablegram  from  General 
Currie  which  has  been  misread  at  Ot- 
tawa. The  correct  interpretation  is 
that  twenty-three  of  our  battalions  were 
engaged  against  over  sixty  German  bat- 
tallone.  Tha  casualties  have  been 
heavy,  but  we  doubt  if  they  have  ex- 
ceeded 10.000. 


The  Associated  Press  correspondent  at 
French  headquart^ra  malces'  the  estl- 
mote.  from  information  he  has  received, 
that  Oermany  has  had  10,600.000  men 
under  arma  during  the  war.  Of  theae. 
h*  aays  that  4.000,000  have  been  put 
definitely  out  of  action.  This  is  at  the 
rate  of  approximately  1,300,000  a  year. 
As  Germany  has  automatically  about 
•00,000  youths  who  yearly  become  of 
military  age,  the  process  of  attrition  Is 
not  aa  rapid  as  was  hoped.

Genaral  Komlloff,  who  has  precipi- 
tated something  In  the  nature  of  a  re- 
volt against  the  eatablisbed  authority  in 
Russia,  Is  a  man  whose  physique  har- 
monisea  with  hla  Intellectual  and  moral 
qualities.  He  ia  of  middle  height,  apare 
and  erect,  and,  ia  hardy  and  untiring, 
like  his  Cossack  ancestors.  His  brow 
and  head  are  well  shaped:  his  features 
rugged  and  swarthy.  Hie  eyea  are  small 
and  piercing:  his  manner  calm  and  col- 
lected. All  who  have  come  in  contact 
with  him  describe  him  as  a  man  of  in- 
finite control  over  himself.  In  dealing 
with  others  fie  is  kindly,  but  his  pur- 
poses are  adamant. 


When  In  tbe  hour  of  bar  crisis  Britain 
haaltated  about  adopting  conacrtptton, 
her  attitude  was  viewed  by  continental 
Europe  with  amasement.

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Sir, — 1  waa  interested  In  a  letter 
from  a  correspondent  In  your  issue  of

dren from  our  dependencies  In  the 
tropics  who,  owing  to  submarine  war- 
fare, are  forbidden  to  travdl  ta  Kng- 
tond. 

I  would  endorse  hto  remarks,  though 
I  write  from  the  point  of  view  not  of 
an  enthusiastic  Victorian,  but  from 
that  of  a  lady  who  has  sought  for  the 
past  year  the  hospitality  of  VlctorU  for 
her  family. 

I  bav*  written  one  artlela  on  "Life 
In  Victoria,  B.C.,"  which  was  publtobsd 
In  The  Pioneer,  one  of  the  leading  In- 
dian- papers,  setting  forth  the  full  par- 
ticulars of  life  here,  ita  advantages  and 
dtoadvantages,  and  advising  ladles  and 
children  from  t^e  East  to  make  Vic- 
toria their  temporary  home  to  these 
troublous   times. 

I  quite  agree  that  some  special  ar- 
rangement should  be  mkde  to  admit 
temporarily  ayahs  and  bearers.  When 
I.  some  yeara  back,  vlalted  New  Zea- 
land with  an  ayah,  ahe  was  admitted 
under  the  description  of  a  tourist  for 
one  year,  on  my  paying  a  fee  of  £10, 
which  was  refunded  to  me  when  shs 
left  the  country.  And  this  In  New  Zea- 
land, which  Is  a  white  man's  country, 
and  where  Asiatic  Ubor  Is  not  admit- 
ted, as  here.  I  should  be  glad  to  be 
of  any  asstotance  ta  the  publicity  com- 
mittee who  may  be  deeirous  of  spread- 
ing genuine  Information  regarding  life 
in  Victoria.  For  nuiny  years  I  have 
been  one  of  the  community  In  Indto, 
who  In  February  or  March,  when  the 
hot  weather  begins  to  come  in,  ask, 
"Where  shall  I  take  the  children  this 
year;  shall  it  be  home  (meaning  Eng- 
land), or  the  hlllsr'  So  I  can  feel  for 
the  many  ladies  who  after  Christmas 
will  be  faced  with  the  same  problem, 
only   that   "home"   Is  out  of .  the  ques- 

tion.    and    I would    answer    for    them.

Sir, — I  lived  in  Edmonton  for  a  time 
during  the  height  of  the  real  estate 
activity.  A  fellow  came  Into  my  place 
one  day  and  said.  "Gee  whls!  what  do 
you  think.  I  hear  old  Victoria  Is  boom- 
ing." Since  then  I  have  frequently 
pondered  on  that  remark.  In  the  first 
place,  why  the  fellow's  surpriae?  It 
was  nothing  uncommon  In  those  days 
for  any  Canadian  city  to  "boom."  Sec- 
ondly, why  the  term  "old"? 

Many  use  the  phrase  "old"  Victoria, 
even  among  our  citlsena.  not  because  of 
the  city's  antiqultv,  nor  yet  in  a  Joking 
or  endearing  sense,  but  rather  derisive- 
ly, and  I  have  wondered  often  at  it. 
One  never  bears  the  preflx  "old"  placed 
before  Wiimipeg,  '?:oronto  or  Montreal, 
unless  it  is  merely  to  ^ut  more  affection 
or  emphasis  into  the  reference.  But  our 
beautiful  little  city  here,  that  has  all 
Canada  beat  twenty  ways  for  real  "Joy 
of  living,"  that  has  for  Its  severest  Wfii- 
ter  a  better  brand  of  weather  than  Tor- 
onto can  boast  of  for  Spring;  this  de- 
lightful spot  that  is  charmed  with  sun- 
shine a-plenty,  with  roses  blooming  out- 
doors at  Christmas  time  and  lawns 
evergreen,  ia  dubbed  by  many  in  a 
aneerlng.  Insinuating  aort  of  a  way  aa 
"old."  and  again  I  aak  why?  There 
muat  be  a  reason. 

In  a  Colonist  of  recent  date  I  noted 
a  protest  from  a  distinguished  member 
of  the  Bench  against  the  suggeated  pr'.- 
.  poaalfOf  the  Development  Aasoclatlon  to 
erect  a  building  for  buaineas  purponea  at 
the  north  end  of  the  /Caua*way.  And  in 
an  earlier  iaaue  of  The  Colonist  I  re^id 
an  editortol  on  practically  the  same 
lines,  which  might  possibly  have  some 
bearing  on  the  fact  thfit  outsiders  refer 
to  our  town  as  "old." 

We  are  Inclined  to  be,  I  am  afraid,  too 
ready  to  turn  down  a  proposition  before 
thoroughly  "dtognoalng"  its  possibili- 
ties. The  "beautiful  sweep  ef  the 
Causeway"  has  many  good  points,  but 
an  attractively  constructed  building 
erected  »o  as  to  show  our  natural  re- 
sources In  practical  use.  combined  with 
novelty  of  appearance  that  will  make 
the  tourist  "take  notice"  is  worthy  of 
a  second  thought. 

The  Development  Aaaoclatlon  is  cs- 
senttolly  an  advertising  medium,  its 
business  is  to  interest'  the  "passor-hy' 
in  our  drllghtful  rcgioi;  so  t>>st  he  win 
stay  round  and  help  us  to  enjoy  and 
Improve  this  wonderlsnd  of  the  Pacific. 
To  gain  an  introduction  we  must  flrst 
"catch  the  eye"  of  th*  tourtot.  At  pr*s- 
ent  he  hits  town,  takes  an  &uto  rid* 
round  for  two  hours,  s«es  the  park,  the 
banks  and  (Government  Street;  make*  a 
few  flattering  remark*  which  are  retold 
In  the  preas  if  beia  a  peraon  of  Import- 
ance, then  leaves.  It  is  a  hundred  to 
one  nobody  ever  suggesU  ta  talm  wbat 
a  few  odd  dollars  will  buy,  or  what  «x- 
ceptlonal  chances  our  Island  offers  for 
good,  sound  investment.  Moreover,  he 
likely  looks  on  the  Development  Asae- 
ctotlon,  if  he  should  discover  there  to 
one,  as  a  private  concern.  There  is 
nothing  to  indicate  that  It  to  a  municipal 
affair.

TAKES  INSPECTION 
TRIE  ON  MAINLAND 


Hon.  Dr.  King,  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  Back  After  Two 
Weeks'  Jaunt— Found  Con- 
ditions Generally  Favorable. 


Oftnerally  satisfactory  business  con- 
ditions In  the  Interior  are  reported  by 
Hon.  Dr.  King.  MinUter  of  Publlo 
Works,  who  returned  yesterday  from  a 
trip  of  Inspection  through  the  Okanagan, 
Hlmllkameen  and  adjoining  sections, 
whither  he  went  to  examine  at  first 
hand  the  progrAse  of  publto  works  and 
the  needs  of  the  dlatrtct-  rn  the  mining 
Industry  eepeclally,  and  alao  to  a  great 
extent  with  the  lumbering  business,  con- 
ditions are  good,  the  only  drawback  be- 
ing the  scarcity  of  labor.  Development 
work  In  the  mineral  areas  Is  being 
pushed  ahead  with  rapidity  and  It  was 
to  coniilder  applications  for  a  number 
of  trallB  into  new  jieotlone,  where  de- 
velopment la.  prm-eedlng.  that  he  spent 
a  conelderable  portion  of  hie  time. 

While  no  new  work  Is  being  under- 
taken by  his  department  thla  year,  ow- 
tng  to  a  desire  to  economise,  Hon.  Dr. 
King  stated  that  considerable  work  in 
the  nature  of  repair  and  maintenance 
Is  being  donSk  though  owing-  to  the  ab- 
norgtally  dry  season  not  nearly  as  much 
of  that  class  of  work  could  be  car- 
ried on  as  desired. 

The  minister  did  not  fall  to  earry 
aut  some  energetic  political  prc^aganda 
«n<l    at    all    points    was    met    by    large 


nummbers     of    the    faithful,    to   whose 
problems  he  gave  sympathetic  ear. 

While  those  sections  visited  have 
been  afflicted  with  numerous  and  heavy 
forest  fires,  theses  Hon.  Dr.  King 
stated,  had  been  confined  chiefly  to 
slashing  and  the  mountain  tops,  with 
the  result  that  the  loss  was  not  seri- 
ous. Towards  the  end  of  last  week 
rains  were  general  throughout  the  In- 
terior and  their  advent  would  put  an  end 
to  the  forest  Are  danger.

Argument  In  the  now  famous  mining 
suit  of  the  Qucsnnel  Fork  Gold  Mining 
Company  vs.  Robert  T.  Ward  and  the 
Cariboo  Mining  Company,  which  has 
been  proceeding  In  the  Supreme  Court 
at  Victoria  for  some  days  past  before 
Mr.  Justice  Macdonald,  will  begin  thla 
morning,  the  evidence  la  the  case  hav- 
ing been  completed  last  night. 

The  proceedings  so  far  have  been 
somewhat  dry,  having  to  do  mostly  with 
the  admission  of  facts  and  the  filing  of 
exhibits,  but  considerable  Interest  will 
develop  with  the  legal  arguments  this 
morning.  Defendant  Ward  was  the  last 
witness  to  Uke  the  stand  yesterday  and 
In  his  evidence  he  stated  that  he  had 
spent  $30,000  In  the  development  of  the 
property,  which  la  located  In  the  Carl- 
boo  district,  from  the  time  he  bad  taken 
possession  of  it  up  to  the  present  time, 
|S,000  having  already  been  spent  this 
year.  He  reckoned  that  the  various 
companies  and  Individuals  who  had  had 
anything  to  do  with  the  property  had 
expended  between  |3,000,000  and  |4,000,- 
000  In  Improvements  and  development 
work.  There  were  only  three  witnesses 
for  the  defence,  of  whom  Mr.  Ward  was 
the  principal.  The  dispute  Is  as  to  the 
title.

TO  ENFORCE  LAWS 

Just  why  the  Chinese  laundry  on 
Slmooe  Street  Is  aUll  in  full  operation 
although  oondemned  early  In  the  Sum- 
mer by  the  Board  of  Health  was  a 
question  put  to  the  council  last  .-light 
by  Alderman  Pullerton.  He  pointed  out 
that  many  lanadriea  and  other  bulli- 
Ings  had  been  oondemned  at  the  «ama 
time  and  practkially  all  of  th'm  hava 
MOW  been  tern  down  In  compliance  with 
the  law.  But  thla  Chinese  laundry 
flM^Hy  defies  tftm  municipal  orders. 

City  Solicitor  Haanington  expUlntd 
that  nothing  oould  yet  be  done  to  this 
laoadry  as  the  orders  which  were  glToa 
by  the  Board  of  Health  have  not  yot 
been  formally  and  legally  backe-t  np. 
The  law  requlree  that  the  orders  gnuat 
bo  adrertieed.  Thta  was  not  J>ne  at 
Ibe  time  as  moat  of  thoee  egalnst  whom 
deroolUton  orders  were  Issued  c«nlsd 
thet.t  out  without  f\trther  prompllag; 
and  tlso  the  dty  was  anxious  to  auva 
azp«aoe  by  not  doing  any  nnaicimgry 
advertlsAag.

Whether  It  is  that  the  near  advent  of 
prohibition  has  set  men's  minds  think- 
ing about  the  after  effects  to  such  a 
degree  that  the  liquor  question  Is  upper- 
most, is  a  question,  but  the  fact  that 
correspondents  who  have  business  to 
tranaact  with  members  of  the  Gtovern- 
ment  or  officials  thereof  persist  In  mix- 
ing the  theme  with  their  business  would 
Indicate  that  people  are  thinking  in- 
tently of  what  is  going  to  happen  after 
October   1   next 

For  Instance,  there  might  be  some 
excuse  for  a  correspondent  addreaslng 
the  new  Special  Commissioner,  Mr.  W. 
C.  Findlay.  under  whose  supervision 
the  prohibitory  act  will  be  carried  Into 
effect,  by  the  pointed.  If  disrespectful, 
title  of  "booze  inspector,"  as  one  re- 
cent communication  received  by  Mr. 
Findlay.  was  labelled.  But  Just  why 
another  correspondent  having  business 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  Hon.  Wil- 
liam Sloan,  Minister  of  Mines,  should 
have  addressed  him  as  "Hon.  William 
baloon"  Is  a  mystery.  It  Just  goes  to 
show  that  when  the  public  Is  thinking 
hard  along  certain  lines  It  Is  some- 
times apt  to  get  mixed  when  conduct- 
ing  Us   daily    business    affairs. 

The  new  Special  Commissioner,  Mr. 
rindlay.  Is  hard  at  work  preparing  for 
his  new  duties  to  become  effective  when 
the  act  comes  Into  operation  on  October 
1.  In  order  that  full  information  may 
be  given  to  those  who,  under  the  act, 
are  permitted  to  handle  liquor,  such  as 
professional  men.  doctors,  dentists, 
veterinary  surgeons,  etc.,  Mr.  KIndlay 
Is  having  prepared  a  booklet  containing 
all  Information  of  the  provisions  of  the 
act. 

So  far  nothing  has  been  done  rela- 
tive to  the  purchase  of  stocks  of  liquor 
to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Oovernment 
vendors  who  will  be  appointed  to  sell 
to  the  professional  men  entitled  to  dis- 
pense It  for  medicinal  or  othifcr  pur- 
poses permitted  by  the  act  At  present 
it  Is  presumed  that  What  supplies  are 
required  can  be.securcA  from  the  whole- 
salers in  the  Province. 


The  city  health  department  during 
the  laat  month  has  boon  apeoiallslng 
on  the  milk  supply  of  gio  city,  aooord- 
Ing  to  the  report  to  the  City  Council 
of  Dr.  A.  a.  Price,  medical  health  offi- 
cer. The  object  of  the  department  haa 
been  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  mllk- 
bome  diaoaaea  which  are  more  prevalent 
during  the  hot  season  when  flies  aro 
most  numerous. 

Saraplea  of  milk  tested  showed  all 
to  be  clean  with  the  exception  of  two, 
which  were  "fairly  clean."  One  waa 
"very  clean."  Testa  of  twenty  samples 
showed  the  butter  fat  percentage  to  run 
frtfm  fi  per  cent  down  to  S.4  per  cent, 
most  of  the  samples  being  between  S 
and  4  per  cent 

"I  again  strongly  recommend  the 
sterilixlng  or  boiling  and  keeping  cool 
and  covered  all  mUk."  aaya  Dr.  Price. 
"There  have  been  aoms  caoes  of  Bum- 
mer dUrrhoea  In  tho  city.  Sach  Ul- 
nesses  are  preventible  by  the  uaing  of 
■terillxed  milk  only  and  by  keeping  the 
milk  cool  and  covered  to  prevent  the 
contamination  by  flies." 

In  an  effort  to  suppress  the  flies,  the 
health  officers  made  frequent  Inspec- 
tions of  manure  pits,  seeing  that  they 
were  frequently  cleaned  and  kept 
covered.  Provision  stores,  bake  shops 
and  restaurants  were  Inspected  and 
bread  and  cakes  kept  from  contamina- 
tion by  flies. 

to  be  "very  pure." 

Infectious  diseases  were  confined  to 
■even  cases  of  diphtheria.  All  of  these 
cases  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital and  all  the  patients  have  recover- 
ed and  been  discharged.  Two  of  the 
casea  came  from  outside  the  city. 
There  were  twenty-nine  cayMS  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  several  of  which 
came  from  outside  the  city.  The  visit- 
ing nurse  Ylslted  all  patlenta  requiring 
her  attention. 

Sanitary  Inspector  Lancaster  was 
kept  busy  on  food  inspection  In  shops 
and  in  the  public  market.  He  Inspected 
practically  all  the  dairies  In  the  city 
and  found  them  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
condition.  Chinatown  and  the  business 
dlctrlct  of  the  city  were  found  to  be 
In  a  very  fair,  clean  and  sanitary  con- 
dition. Fumigation  waa  done  for  diph- 
theria, leprosy,  insanitary  and  vermin- 
oua  conditions.  There  were  six  pro- 
■eoutlons,  the  flnes  #-om  which  came 
to  9«0. 

Close  watch  on  the  Chinese  fish  traps 
around  the  harbor  has  been  kept,  but 
no  fish  were  found  kept  in  capUvlty.

'  Tha  Sands  Funeral  Kurnlshlnn  Co., 
Ltd.,  asked  the  Council  why  It  had  to 
ramoya  its  temporary  head  boards 
within  thirty  days  while  otlior  under- 
takers UBlnff  tin  markers  were  not 
compelled  to  remove  theirs.  "Our  pat- 
i-ons  come  to  us  dally  Inquiring  as  to 
why  wa  removed  their  head  boards  as 
they  are  unable  to  locate  their  plots 
in  tha  cemetery,"  atated  Mr.  Sanda. 
Tha  aldermen  Informed  him  that  other 
companlea  have  no  privileces  not  open 
io  him. 

"There  should  be  no  objection  to 
thaaa  temporary  head  boarda  aUylng 
there  thr^a  or  four  months."  aald  Al- 
derman    Kullerton.     "But     the     whole 


scheme  Is  adverttainK  on  the  part  of 
undertakers  because  they  hava  ^elr 
names  placed  on  the  boards." 

Alderman  tiargent  aald  there  waa  no 
reason  why  a  mark  of  Identification 
should  not  be  permitted  on  the  gravei^ 
aa  many  persons  are  not  In  a  position 
to  'put  headntonen  over  the  graves  un- 
til sometime  after  they  have  been 
closed.  He  told  of  flnding  In  the  ceme- 
tery the  other  day  a  woman  weeping 
because  she  could  not  find  the  grave 
of  her  husband  to  place  flowers  on  it. 
There  were  several  fresh  graves  In  the 
vicinity  and  the  identification  alabs 
had    been   removed. 

"Why  shouldn't  they  hava  the  graves 
marked  with  wooden  or  tin  alabs.  If 
people  haven't  money  for  marble?" 
said  Alderman  Andros.  "It  seems  to  me 
that  this  move  Is  Just  legislation  In 
favor  of  the  monumental  maaona." 

Alderman  Dinndale  said  that  the  un- 
dertakers are  Just  anxloua  to  puah 
their  btistness  and  that  auoh  tactics 
are  undignified.

A  vigorous  resolution  of  protest 
against  the  "War  .Times  IBleetlon  Act," 
which  Is  at  the  moment  under  discus- 
sion In  the  Dominion  House  of  Com- 
moiis,  was  voiced  yesterday  at  tha  regu- 
lar monthly  meeting  of  the  I.ocal  Coun- 
cil of  Women,  and  dispatched  last  night 
in  a  formal  draft  to  tha  Prime  Minister 
of  Canada,  and  to  Mr.  Q.  H.  Barnard, 
M.P.,  Victoria's  representative  at  Ot- 
tawa. The  meeting'  waa  held  in  the 
assembly  room  at  the  T.W.C.A.  Club, 
with  Miss  Creaae,  president,  in  the  chair. 
About  10  women  were  present,  and  dis- 
cussion of  the  resolution  waa  at  times 
pointed,  though  it  was  shown  from  tha 
beginning  to  have  the  majority  support. 
Mrs.  F.  Andrews  spoke  ably  In  defence 
of  the  act.  In  an  attempt  to  postpone 
the  action  of  the  meeting  until  its  voice 
should  more  adequately  express  the 
feeling  of  all  the  organisations  repre- 
sented in  the  council,  but  to  no  eBect 
The  final   ballot  was  unanimous. 

The  resolution,  which  was  Introduced 
by  Mrs.  Gordon  Grant,  read  aa  follows: 
"Whereas  the  new  franchise  act  en- 
titled the  War  Times  Elections  Act,  now 
being  considered  by  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, excludes  a  very  large  number  of 
Canada's  splendid  women  who,  by  their 
self-denying  efforts  and  hard  work 
have  helped  in  the  building  up  and  de- 
velopment of  Canada  and  all  it  sUnds 
for,  and  Includes  only  those  women 
made  widows  by  the  war,  together  with 
the  wives  and  mothers,  and  daughters 
Tnd  sisters  of  soldiers"  sw^vTnjr  Tit  the 
front,  and 

"Whereas,  such  discrimination  is  nei- 
ther loyal  to  the  women  of  Canada,  nor 
does  It  carry  out  the  principles  for 
which   Canadians   stand,   and    . 

"Whereas,  at  this  critical  time  In  the 
history  of  this  country  Canada  Is  asking 
for  and  needs  the  help  and  co-operation 
of  all  Ita  women,  as  well  as  all  its  men, 
"Therefore  be  It  resolved,  that  as  a 
Council  of  Women  we  vigorously  pro- 
test against  so  unjust  a  measure,  and 
that  we  also  stand  on  record  as  deeply 
deploring  that  a  body  of  men  elected  to 
legislate  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
and  liberties  of  the  people  should  even 
consider  an  aet  so  contrary  In  its  spirit 
to  the  freedom  for  which  we  as  a  na- 
tion are  today  making  great  sacrifices  in 
the  Interests  of  humanity."      . 

Vo  Walglit  on  War  Volloy 
"In  introducing  this  resolution,"  said 
Mrs.  Grant,  "niy^  wish  Is  to  be  fair,  and 
to  consider  every  aspect  of  the  ques- 
tion. Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
bill  has  been  so  framed  that  the  wives 
of  men  not  favorable  to  conscription 
shall  not  have  the  vote  extended  to 
them,  among  these  being  the  French- 
Canadian  women  and  the  wives  of  labor 
men,  both  of  whom  have  openly  declared 
their  opposition  to  conscription.  When 
this  viewpoint  was  first  presented  to  me 
as  a  "Win  the  War"  policy,  I  was  willing 
to  forego  urging  for  a  broader  law,  if 
this  was  going  to  be  a  source  of 
strength  at  the  moment,  but,  after  con- 
sidering the  whole  question,  I  fall  to  see 
that  this  act  has  any  weight  on  the  war 
policy. 

"If  such  an  Intimation  was  the  real 
reason  for  the  act,  would  It  not  be  a 
fact  that  the  total  vote  of  the  women 
of  these  two  classes,  provided  they  did 
actually  cast  their  ballot  In  opposition 
to  conscription,  would  be  more  than 
offset  by  I  he  voice  of  the  rest  of  the 
women  of  Canala? 

"True,  the  bill  would  give  the  vote 
to  some  of  the  splendid  women  of  the 
nation,  but  would  it  not  give  voice  to 
others,  who  unfortunately  have  neither 
looked  after  themselves,  their  children 
nor>^  their  country's  interests,  and  who 
care  nothing  for  these  things?  At  the 
same  time  would  It  not  cut  off  a  mul- 
titude who,  while  having  neither  hua- 
band  or  brother  at  the  front,  had  been 
secoud  to  none  In  the  work  for  those 
who  are  at  war,  and  for  the  best  de- 
velopment of  the  strength  of  the  na- 
tion In  this  critical  time? 
Am  Inaolt 
"It  seems  to  me,"  continued  Mrs. 
Grant,  "that  this  Is  a  bill  that  is  not 
based  upon  Justice  .  .  .  .and  while 
we  are  ready  today  to  aerve  our  country 
by  self  denial,  it  would  be  a  grave 
mistake  to  permit  such  an  act  to  pass 
without  rising  In  our  might  In  protest 
agalnat  Ita  unfairness  ....  espe- 
cially at  this  time,  when  the  women 
of  Canada  have  shown  sOtfh  a  splendid 
spirit  of  co-operatton — a  j|Pirit  of  loy- 
alty and  patriotism  which  to  ignore  Is 
an  Insult.  Why  should  any  government 
discriminate  in  respect  to  Its  women, 
any  more  than  Its  men?"  concluded  the 
speaker. 

Mra  Gordon,  in  seconding  the  moving 
of  the  resolution,  reminded  the  meeting 
that  Justice  was  one  of  the  oldent  prin- 
ciples of  civilisation,  and  as  the  mover 
had  suggested,  this  act  could  hardly 
Ik.  construed  in  any  other  way  than 
as  being  most  unjuat  toward  th^  wom- 
anhood of  Canada.  It  seemed  more 
logical  to  h«r  that.  If  circumstances  de- 
manded a  reconstruction  of  the  fran- 
chise laws  during  the  war,  the  enaot- 
ment  should  exclude  all  men  save  those 
who  were  soldiers. 

Mra  Andrews,  addressing  the  preal- 
dent,  challenged  the  meeting  to  show 
how  many  of  those  present  had  read 
the  act  which  was  under  discussion. 
8he  wondered  how  many  knew  who  in- 
troduced the  bill  In  the  Commons,  with- 


LOCAL  COUNQL  DEALS 
WUH  MANY.  SUBETS 


Central  Organization  of  Wo- 
men's Clubs  Convene  in 
Regular  Monthly  Meeting  to 
Handle  Much  Business. 


Mrs.  Andrews  then  read  a  preaa  re- 
port of  the  speoch  dallvared  by  Hon. 
Arthur  Moighen  In  tha  Houao,  fathering 
tha  "War  Times  Election  Act."  wherein 
he  undertook  to  show  that  the  bill  had 
been  drawn  In  an  aSort  to  throw  the 
weight  of  tha  voice  of  the  nation  with 
thooe  who  were  flghting.  Th«  best  part 
of  Canada'a  manhood  waa  overseas. 
There  were  approximately  tOO.OM  ot 
them.  It  waa  to  be  regretted  thsA  some 
SO.IMO  of  these  voices  were  stin,  and 
many  othara  of  tha  men  were  prisonera 
of  war.  The  War  Franchise  Bill  waa 
designed  to  make  conditions  equable,  aa 
far  aa  it  waa  possible,  by  giving  those 
men  tha  vote.  That  was  why  tha  wives 
and  mothera  of  men  who  had  glven^r 
were  giving  their  aervleo  to  the  nauon 
were  to  be  extended  the  franchl|e.  War 
service,  as  a  right  to  war  franchise, 
would  provide  that  the  "conaclentlous 
objector"  should  have  no  control  and 
the  enemy  bom  population  would  as 
well  be  excluded. 

"I  am  deprived  of  a  vote."  aald  Mrs. 
Andrews  In  conclusion,  '%ut  I  am  glad 
to  give  it  to  the  woman  who  has  made 
the   nobler   sacrifice." 

Several  spoke  in  support  of  the 
resolution. 

"80  far  as  I  can  see  from  the  aet," 
said  Mrs.  William  Grant,  "tha  profiteers 
are  to  be  allowed  to  vote.  I  think 
women  have  earned  the  franchise. 
Personally.  I  would  object  to  having  a 
voter  simply  'becauaaTl>e1oaged  Tor  some 
man.  Conditions  are  so  bad  that  I 
think  It  time  that  tha  women  were 
allowed  to  take  a  hand.  I  feel  that 
we  cannot  protest  too  vigorously 
against   this   injustice." 

"Surely  it  would  bo  very  unwise  to 
discriminate  between  soldiers  and 
civilians  in  this  matter,"  suggested 
Mrs.  Thompson. 

"We  have  served  according  to  our 
opportunities,"  added  Mrs.  flpofford. 
"The  men  in  the  trenches  are  not  so 
concerned  about  party  poUtlcn,  I  be- 
lieve, as  whether  the  nation  is  going 
to  fully  support  them  In  the  winning 
of   the   war." 

The  president.  Miss  Crease,  warned 
the  meeting  that  this  should  be  con- 
sidered In  the  light  af  an  emergency 
measure— one  demanding  immediate  ac- 
tion. She  considered  that  it  waa  im- 
poaaible  to  look  upon  the  resolution  as 
a  partisan  measure  and  was  dialnclinod 
to  support  Mrs.  Andrews'  plea  for  time 
In  which  the  alBliated  organisation 
might  consider  the  matter  separately, 
recalling  that  it  was  the  duty  of  these 
bodies  to  be  represented  at  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  council  by  an  authorized 
voice  in  the  proceedings.  She  ruled 
that  three-fourths  of  the  total  vote 
should  carry.  The  first  ballot  stood 
IS  to  2  In  favor  of  the  resolution,  many 
not   voting. 
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DON'T  WANT  POIRS 
THRUST  UPON  THEM 


Aldermen  Would  Rather  Build- 
ing Inspector  Enforced  Con- 
t  e  n  1 1 0  u  s  Regulations  — 
To  Amend  Building  Bylaw. 


Protest  was  made  last  night  by  Alder- 
man .\ndros  against  the  purposes  of  the 
amendments  to  the  building  t>y-law 
Introduced  into  tha  City  Council,  by 
which  permits  for  any  business  or  in- 
dustrial buildings  In  residential  sec- 
tions must  be  paased  on  by  the  City 
Council  instead  of  being  mere  granted 
by  the  building  Inspector.  By  the 
change,  the  council  would  t>e  made  the 
first  and  last  authority  in  these  special 
cases  and  the  power  taken  from  the 
Inspector. 

The  nu>ve  for  the  amendment  was 
brought  about  by  the  conflict  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Inspector  with  that  of 
the  council  In  recent  applications  for 
Industrial  permits  In  residential  sec- 
tions. The  Inspector  granted  permits 
when  the  buildings  conformed  to  the 
regulations,  but  the  council  decldeo  the 
permits  should 'not  be  granted  because 
of  complaints  from  residents  in  the  dis- 
tricts  affected. 

Alderman  Dlnsdal^  said  the  change 
would  give  great  relief  to  the  building 
inspector. 

"We  should  be  able  to  make  our  by- 
laws sufficiently  plain  so  that  the  In- 
spector can  do  his  business,"  said 
Alderman  Andros.  "What  is  the  uaa  of 
the  applicants  coming  to  us  when  we 
have  our  building  by-law  laid  down  for 
the  offlclals  to  follow?  It  is  a  rmry 
awkward  position  for  the  aldermen  to 
be  placed   in." 

Uka  ■eheolkorg 

The  alderman  told  of  ^a  recent  case 
when  property  owners  appealed  to  the 
council,  and  no  alderman  wanted  to 
commit  himself  before  the  deputation. 
"We  all  appeared  Ilka  a  lot  of  school- 
boys," he  said. 

The  by-law  seeks  to  describe  more 
definitely  residential  sections  from 
which  certain  classes  of  buildings  are 
axcludod.  Rosldantlal  straots  aro  to  be 
those  ut>on  which  three-quarters  of  the 
buildings  fronting  on  It  are  uaed  only 
as  hotels,  apartment  houaos,  residences 
or  private  dwellings. 

From  such  districts  these  businesses 
and  Industriao  would  be  excluded: 
Publlo  poolrooms,  akating  rlnka,  bowl- 
ing alleys,  danee  balls,  ptaeaa  of  amns«. 
mont.  If  any  of  tboro  prejndlclally  affect 
the  valna  of  sassasaBla  rosldantlal 
property:  also  brewcrlaa.  brick  works, 
blacksmith  shops,  boUer  oheps,  fish 
curing  works,  cannorlan^  hide  waro- 
houaoa,  taanarlas.  atablea.  Hvory  atahloa. 
oow-byrea,  oil  aztraeUag  or  raOnlng 
werka.  ehaoileal  worka.  gloo  Otctortoa. 
paiiit'shopa.  foundrtoa.  piggorlaa.  saw- 
mllla  planing  mllta,  wood  worliing  fa«- 
torlaa,  soap  worka.  saloona.  tallow- 
malttog  worka.  trlpo^oiltag  worka.  ta- 
doatrles  omploylnc  staaiaartwa  ala- 
ehln«»ry.

The  regular  September  meeting  or  the 
liocal  Council  of  Women  was  held  yes- 
terday afternoon  In  tha  aaaembly  room 
of  the  Y.'WXJ.A,  Club.  The  president, 
Mlaa  Crease,  waa  In  tha  chair.  Aaldo 
from  the  passing  of  a  roaolution  of 
protest  to  the  Federal  Oovemment 
against  the  passage  of  the  War  Elec- 
tions Act,  which,  it  was  contended,  re- 
flected an  InjMtlea  on  the  woman  of 
Canada,  the  meeting  waa  largely  00- 
cApled  with  routine  business  and  com- 
mittee  reports. 

Mrs.  Schofleld,  convener  of  the  house- 
hold economics  committee,  reviewed  the 
efforts  that  had  been  made  In  the 
campaign  for  rational  economy.  The 
committee  had  many  dlfflcultiea  be- 
aettlng  Its  work.  Other  associations  of 
the  city  had  been  found  to  approve  of 
tha  effort  along  broad  lines,  but  the 
conviction  remained  that  the  committee 
was  working  three  months  ahead  of 
public  opinion.  PliMge  cards  had  been 
printed  and  disposed  of  with  some  suc- 
cess, and  other  phases  of  the  campaign 
had  been  fairly  launched.  In  this  re- 
spect the  v«;ork  of  the  present  seemed 
to  be  mostly  confined  to  two  efforts — 
that  of  education  of  the  whole  <>f  the 
public,  and  that  of  securing  co-opera- 
'tlon  and  support  in  this. 

Probalbly  the  greatest  satisfaction 
was  to  be  had  from  the  appreciation 
expressed  from  the  office  of  the  Domin- 
ion Food  ControUer^in  xfBPonse  tOL^thft^ 
pledge  of  support  from  the  women  of 
this  city.  Both  communication  direct 
with  this  branch  at  Ottawa  and  the 
conference  between  the  convener  of  the 
committee  and  the  president  of  the 
council  with  Mr.  J.  H.  Clark,  repre- 
sentative of  the  commission.  In  Van- 
couver, had  been  productive  of  a  better 
grounded  effort.  The  formation  of  a 
provincial  committee  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commiasion  augured  well 
(or  the  progress  of  the  work.  However, 
Mr.  Clark  had  warned  the  committee  to 
be  prepared  for  long  steady  sacrifice, 
for  the  w^rk  would  requlro  time.  In 
the  meantime  the  publlo  ^as  asked  to 
conserve  only  wheat,  flour,  beef  and 
bacon. 

Migh  Ooat  of  rish 
The  efforts  ot  the  committee  in  pro- 
testing to  Ottawa  In  regard  to  seem- 
ingly exorbitant  price  of  fish  as  a 
meat  substitute,  had  been  rewarded  as 
yet  with  but  a  promise  of  a  national 
investigation   Into   the   cause   for   it. 

Dr.  Ktta  Donovan,  chairman  of  the 
Equal  Moral  Standard  Committee,  aub- 
mitted  a  suggestion  that  the  work  of 
the  council  along  that  line  be  resolved 
Into  a  campaign  of  education  with 
broad  scope,  interesting  the  parents,  the 
children  and  the  teachers  of  the  public 
schools,  through  Judicious  use  of 
amusement  and  educational  features. 
The  youth  of  the  city  naturally  craved 
amusement  so,  by  providing  healthy 
entertainment,  attention  might  be  dis- 
tracted from  the  street  during  out  ot 
school  hours,  and  open  the  opportunity 
of  unoffensive  education  along  the  bi- 
ology route  to  encourage  the  purity 
necessary  to  the  conservation  of  the 
life  forces. 

Dr.  Donovan  was  advised  to'  develop 
a  precise  scheme  and  to  ascertain  what 
support  might  be  expected  for  the  car- 
rying of  it  out. 

A  protest  over  the  signature  of  twelve 
women  against  the  practice  of  the  Pro- 
vincial authorities  in  removing  the 
prisoners  of  the  state  to  the  Jail  on 
Wilkerson  Road  in  the  regular  passen- 
ger coaches  of  the  Saanlch  Interurban 
was  read  to  the  members.  It  was  con- 
sidered that  this  was  an  unwise  hu- 
miliation offered  to  the  law  breakers. 
It  was  pointed  out  by  speakers  that 
this  practice  was  common  at  other 
places,  but  Mrs.  Grant  recalled  that  it 
was  also  a  common  sight  to  see 
the  chain  gang  on  the  streets  of  Vic- 
toria years  ago.  It  was  an  unbecoming 
humiliation  to  prisoners  and  not  com- 
patible with  a  spirit  to  he  helpful. 
Agitation  had  effected  reform  In  one 
case.  It  might  be  worth  trying  ;n  this. 
The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  a 
committee  for  report.

Deer,  according  to  Mr.  Adolph,  who 
faced  a  poaalble  |fOO  flne,  have  pes- 
tered him  for  aevaral  montha.  They 
deatroyed  part  of  hla  cropa.  be  de- 
clared, and  recently  began  to  chew  the 
tops  of  young  trees  he  had  Juat  aat  out. 
When  thla  one  chewed  part  of  a  bed- 
aheet  and,  Ubledotb  that  bung  m  the 
clotheallna  in  the  orchard  Mr.  Adolph 
loot  hla  patience  and  ahot  It.  Tba 
game  warden  told  tha  maglatrata  a 
light  flne  would  aatlafy  him  aad  Mr. 
Adolph  paid  It. 
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We  have  heard  much  In  the  past  few 
years  of  agrioulture  In  Denmark,  and 
of  the  excellence  of  her  ayatem  of  rural 
education,  of  which  her  greatly  inoreaa- 
od  production  la  the  reault.  In  the  cur- 
rent number  of  The  Nineteenth  Cen- 
tury Edith  Sellera  deacrlbea  the  acboola 
of  the  caplUl  city,  and  to  judge  by 
the  article  Ita  children  are  prepared  for 
life  aa  those  of  few  citiea  la  the  world 
are. 

In  the  flrst  place  the  ayatem  la  com- 
pulaory  In  the  atrlotaat  aensf  of  the 
word.  The  citizens  aee  to  It  that  every 
child  la  taught,  and  that  so  far  as  In 
him  lies  he  learns.  So  atrlctly  are  the 
regulationa  carried  out  that  but  one 
father  in  the  city  contrived  to  elude 
them,  Thla  waa  a  atrolling  player.  So 
atrong  la  public  opinion  that  the  mother 
who  ventured  to  keep  her  child  at  home 
for  any  purpose  would  be  looked  down 
upon  by  all  her  acqualntancea.  * 

The  a4rnlnistration  of  the  achools  of 
the  city  Is  placed  In  the  handa  of  one 
man.  He  admlnlaters  the  funda  aa  well 
as  controls  the  Internal  affalra  of  every 
school.  He  knows  every  principal,  every 
teacher,  and  ao  far  aa  possible  every 
child  in  the  clt}',  and  he  la  their  adviser 
and  friend  as  wall  aa  auperlntendent. 
He  la  called  the  Skolraad  or  achool 
director.  Ha  Is  appointed  by  the  muni- 
cipal council  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  maglatrata,  and  cannot  be  diamissed 
without  tha  eonaant  of  the  king.  For 
hla  conduct  of  affalra  he  la  anawerabla 
to  a  committee  representing  the  city, 
churd^and  state.  Aa  to  the  subjecta 
taught,  the  Skolraad  muat  consult  with 
the  Minister  of  Education,  and  he  muat 
account  for  the  money  apent  to  the 
municipal  council.  It  will  be  aeen  that 
thla  achool  Inspector  must  be  a  very 
big  man,  and  that  he  haa  practically 
a  free  hand.  Mra.  Sellera  knew  Dr. 
Bandits,  who  held  thia  position  for 
many  years.  He  was,  she  aaya,  a  i>oet 
aa  well  as  an  expert,  and  under  hla 
watchful  and  sympathetic  eye  the  chil- 
dren were  sifted  with  Inflnlte  care. 

Every  child  In  Copenhagen  whose  par- 
enta  cannot  prove  that  he  or  she  la 
being  properly  educated  at  home  la  aent 
to  the  communal  acboola  at  the  age  of 
seven,  or  by  special  request  at  atx. 
The  claaaes  must  contain  no  more  than 
twenty-nine  children  each,  and  are  fllled 
with  boya  and  girls  who  can  work  to- 
gether to  the  best  advantage. 

Theae  are  the  majority,  of  whom  there 
are  1M»  In  the  city.  When  a  chllJ 
Is  not  ntaking  progreaa  ha  la  carefully 
obaerved,  and  when  teacher,  principal 
and  Skolraad  hava  conaulted  together, 
la  removed  and  put  ia  one  of  two 
claaaes.  If  ha  only  requlrea  apaclal  at- 
tentlon~  with  ordinary  atudlea.  ha  la 
placed  in  the  Hjaelpe  or  alow  claaa. 
Here,  under  the  guidance  of  a  wlaa 
teacher,  hla  faculties  are  developed,  and 
la  the  courae  of  two  or  three  terroa  he 
may  ret  am  to  the  communal  achool  fit- 
ted to  do  the  work  of  hla  claaamatea. 

Tn  the  meantime  he  haa  worked 
ahorter  boura  with  ten  or  twelve  clasa- 
mates,  and  has  learned  to  uaa  hla  eyaa, 
to  observe  carefully,  to  compare,  to 
take  an  Intereat.  In  what  la  going  on 
around  him  and  Inspired  with  a  wlab 
to  learn.  Even  though  he  may  not  be 
removed  from  thla  claaa,  ha  will  be 
fitted  to  baoome  a  aelf-supportlng  useful 
cltisan,  able  to  read,  write  and  perform 
neceaaary  operation  In  arithmetic,  to 
know  aomethlng  o^  hiatory  and  geo- 
graphy, and  to  underatand  his  dutlea  aa 
a  cltlsen.  He  will  have  apent  aaven  or 
more  happy  yeara,  and  learned  how  to 
babava  towarda  hla  nelghbora.  There 
are  soma  •,•(>#  children  In  tha  alow 
class. 

Should  he.  unfortunately,  prove  unfit 
to  make  auch  progreaa,  he  becomea  a 
menfber  of  the  Vaeme.  or  special  class. 
Hera  be  will  have  the  baat  of  teaching 
aultad  to  his  capacity.  Ha  will  not  be 
required  to  use  hooka,  but  will  be 
taught  to  llaten,  to  atrengtben  hla  In- 
firm will  and  weak  muades.  Ha  will. 
Ilka  tkoaa  la  tba  claaa  above  blm,  ba 
taught  Bot  to  bread  or  aolk,  to  ba  klad 
to  bla  aalgMora.  aad  when  achool  ta 
over  ba  wtU  ^84  bla  place  as  a  worker 
la  each  employmeata  aa  do  not  ragnlre 
farotbaogbt  and  aklU.  Aa  Mra.  ■allera 
aaya.  ba  may  ba  a  bower  of  wood  aad 
a  drawor  of  watar.  bat  ba  will  aot  ba 
a  bardan  aa  tba  commaalty.

obaervlng  tha  puplla,  conduota  aa  ex- 
amination of  thoae  pupUa  who  have 
ahown  algna  of  unuaual  talent.  If  the 
judgment  of  tha  tfachera  la  confirmed 
theae  puplla  are  removed  to  what  are 
called  the  Free  Middle  floboola.  Here 
the  children  ate  given  opportunity  for 
rapid  advancement  both  In  leamiag  and 
in  character.  Should  they  prove  un- 
worthy or  Incompetent  they  muat  re- 
turn to  their  former  claaaes.  There  is 
room  for  only  2,000  In  these  schools,  so 
that  attendance  at  them  ia  deemed  a 
great  privilege. 

At  the  end  of  five  yeara  the  pupU  la 
admitted  free  into  the  gymnaalum. 
where  the  state  paya  all  expenaea,  aad 
aTter  that  he  may  attend  tha  univaralty 
on  the  aame  terma.  No  money  can  buy 
admission  to  the  free  Middle  Schools, 
The  pupil  who  leavea  the  communal 
achool  to  begin  work  la.  aceordlag  to 
Mrs.  Seller,  a  past  maater  In  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  haa  a  knowledge 
of  geography,  history  and  the  literature 
of  his  own  country,  and  haa  been  taught 
elementary  aclence  in  a  practical  way. 
The  boya  can  handle  toola  and  theglrla 
know  how  the  work  should  ba  done  and 
what  food  ahould  be  uaed  in  tbalr  own 
homes.  To  older  girls  a  two  y«ars' 
course  is  given  in  which  the  pupil 
learns  to  market  and  to  clothe  and  feed 
her  family.  Xbe  want  of  such  bouae- 
wlfely  knowledge  la  looked  upon  in 
Copenhagen  aa  a  dhigraoa  aa  matter 
how  wealthy  a  woman  may  be. 

The  cost  of  education  In  Copenhagen 
is  not  much  than  half  of  that  in  London, 
and  the  teachera  are  well  paid.  None 
are  employed  who  are  not  fotind  oOl- 
clent  after  a  fair  txial. 

A  very  Inttr^edng  account  of  a  plan 
by  which  certain  of  the  boya  and  glrla 
■are  >  aent  out  to  tha  country  for  tha 
Summer  holldaya  Is  given.  The  chlldt-en 
work  on  farma  and  orcharda  and  live 
on  rough  but  wholeaome  countr.v  fare. 
They  make  frianda  with  boys  and  girla 
on  the  farms,  and  theae,  In  «hetr  tuin. 
vliiU  them  in  the  lelaure  of  tha  ChnJt- 
maa  holidays,  seeing  the  wonders 
of  the  museums  and  visiting  th<3  pic- 
ture shows.  As  might  be  anticipated, 
one  of  the  featurea  of  thla  achool  sys- 
tem la  tha  attention  paid  to  thd  health 
of  Copenhagen'a  prospective  citlseaa. 

In  the  coacludtag  aentencaa  of  bar 
article  the  Engllahwoman  telle  ua  (bat 
though  she  eought  diligently  ahe  had 
not  been  able  to  find  an  Illiterate  per- 
son In  Copenhagen,  "and,"  she  aaya.  "I 
have  found  there  a  aervant  who  quoted 
Shak«spaar*  on  approprtete  oocaalona.  a 
coachman  whoae  moat  valued  poaaeaalon 
waa  a  Milton,  and  an  old  age  paaoloaer 
who  knew  mora  altout  Oliver  Crom- 
well than  I  did." 

Those  Intereated  In  education  ahould 
read  the  article.  If  Mrs.  Sellers'  Judg- 
ment la  correct,  the  Copenhagen  ayatem 
fumlahes  a  baala  for  reforma  that  could 
be  accomplished  In  moat  communltlea 
without  added  cost  and  with  great  Im- 
provement in  efllciency.

It  eontalna  a  very  nutritive 
fat.  and  faU  are  vary  aaoaaoary  lagra- 
dlenu  la  aU  fooda.  It  baa  cartabuly 
come  to  aUy,  and  alnc«  tha  war.  «a  ae- 
oount  of  Ita  cbeapaoaa,  la  being  uaed 
more  and  more  every  day.  Seeing  It  la 
made  from  raw  material  grown  la  Brit- 
ish possessions  there  is  no  reason  at 
all  why  we  ahould  aot  make  It  la  tbia 
eouatry.  When  thiaga  agaia  become 
normal  wa  ahould  cartaialy  oonatdar  tha 
queatloa.

France  did  not  ask  tor  this  help.  It 
has  been  a  spontaneous  gesture  ot 
friendahip  and  admiration  on  the  part 
of  Britalil.  And  not  only  the  Brltiah 
Isles,  but  the  Dominions  also,  have  sent 
and  are  aending  to  France  hospital 
atores,  ambulance  oars,  clothing,  gamea, 
all  aorta  of  little  comforts  for  the  aoN 
dlers.  and  above  all  the  personal  ser- 
vices of  men  aad  women.  It  is  this  per- 
sonal service  and  the  spirit  Inspiring  it 
which  give  all  this  work  Its  peculiar 
value — for  tha  future  aa  well  as  for 
the  preeent.  After  visiting  hoapltals, 
ambulance  stetlons  at  the  front,  can- 
teens, and  other  units  In  many  part*  of 
Franee.  I  have  a  vivid  impression  of  tha 
cordial,  eager,  devoted  spirit  pervading 
all  alike.  It  la  a  aplrit  that  haa  won 
.^  (be  heart  of  the  French  aoldler  beoauae 
'^It  brlnga  him  comradeahlp  and  atTeetion 
beyond  and  above  the  material  aid.  It 
Is  the  aplrit  of  the  volunteer.  The 
great  majority  of  these  Red  Cross  work- 
ers are  unpaid  volunteers,  talking  to 
the  aoldlar  In  bis  own  language,  and 
wtllinc  when  called  on  to  go  anywhere 
and  do  anything,  though  what  ia  aakad 
of  them  may  be  outside  their  contract, 
and  though  they  may  be  aching  from 
fatigue. 

Is  not  the  Follu  worth  It,  and  mora 
than  worth  ItT  In  him  they  have  leamt 
t*  know  tb*  real  Franc*  aa  they  never 
could  have  known  her  before.  To* 
■often  our  notlona  of  France  have  been 
baaed  en  Paria:  but  Parte  la  not  France. 
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Tbey  a«r  tall  yen  b*w  uneomplalnlag 
be  la,  hoar  ctMarfttl  la  bard  eondltlona. 
turn  aaaanaMai,  baw  inaatoly '  conrteoua. 
Aad  ba  *•  bte  part  raeognlaaa  tba  true 
cbaraetor  af  tba  overflow  of  generoa* 
f**Ung  wtatob  baa  proasntad  ao  iaaay 
Kngliab  men  aad  woaaaii  to  aaak  tb* 
prtniaga  of  doing  aanvthtng  for  tjrane* 
by  belptag  aad  aartng  (or  bar'atfldlera. 
It  la  aoMetblac  spontaMioaa  aad  alncere 
wblob  bia  aatora  aypreeiatea.  And  bow 
graaafally  ha  aapreaaaa  hta  appraela- 
ttoni  Oor  onm  aoldlera,  aa  we  know, 
are  avarae  firom  puttlag  tbolr  daepeot 
faallnga  into  worda  But  fben  tbe 
French  aoldlar  talks  of  tbe  call,  of  La 
FBtrlSk  of  the  friendship  of  ~la  ao^to  at 
loyale  AnglaUrre."

Mora  than  tbree-qoartera  of  tbe 
French  Armr  ar«  eultlmteurs.  men  of 
the  soil.  They  have  that  pecuUar  at- 
tachment to  tbeir  native  earth,  the  part- 
ner aad  rewarder  of  their  labor,  which 
our  population  baa  so.  largely  loat.  This 
fundamental  feeling.  whk;h  Is  In  their 
blood  aa  tb*  win*  la  In  the  grape,  is  of 
the  eeaeaee  of  their  patrletiam.  France 
for  them  ia  Incamato  In  bar  generoue 
SOIL  The  daws  of  tbe  invader  are  In 
her  flesh!  And  that  la  why  they  baVe 
felt  ao  poignaatly,  far  more  even  than 
the  abattartaff  of  elty  aad  bamlet.  the 
murder  of  tbe  fruit  treea. 

Like  Berdun.  Franca  does  not  show 
her  wounda  at  a  distance.  She  la  silent 
about  them,  and  continues  to  work.  I 
don't  know  wblob  Impressea  one  more  in 
travelllnar  over  X^astem  France — the 
wrecked  vlUagaa  or  tb*  malwtalnad  euU. 
tlvatlon.  Wall  built  vUlag*  after  vil- 
lage, prosperous  (arm  after  farm,  bat- 
tered into  hopeless  ruin:  and  yet  some- 
bow  the  vast  fields,  though  scarcely  a 
soul  is  in  sight,  have  been  tilled  and 
■own,  and  ripen  for  the  barveet.  How 
gallant  a  patience,  how  Indomitable  an 
Industry!  Tet  these  who  know  how  In- 
finitely France  haa  Buffered,  bearing  so 
long  all  the  brunt  of  battle  while  aar 
armies  were  preparing;  tboee  who  :<iiOw 
bow  L'lppled  she  le  by  the  loss  of  her 
richest  manufacturing  districts;  tn^se 
who  have  seen  aometbinr  of  the  ensmy's 
devUisb  will  to  malm  her  for  an  age 
to  come — aorae  few  of  the  hundreds  of 
tbousandii  of  her  deaolated  homes  and 
her  million  bo.nelees  refugeee — these 
feel  that  we  cannot  do  too  much  to  help 
her  pr^Mnt  and  increasing  needi*.  What 
we  aend  to  Vraner  la  nev^r  wasted 
there.

MEANS  MU»I  IN  PARIS 


With  a  Big-Slice  of  France  Be- 
ing Managed  foy  British,  a 
Good  Understanding  Be- 
tween Nations  Is  Vital. 


"On  Pari*  Anglalar*  Befora  tbe  war 
tdls  waa  an  Invitation  to  apend  money 
in  Paris,  and,  naturally  enousb.  It  re- 
tains tbe  sensa  But  now  It  Is  much 
more;  It  la  a  friendly  greeting  aa  be- 
tween two  Allies.  Nay.  there  Is  a  sub- 
tle flattery  in  the  words,  whether  you 
meet  them  in  the  Rue  de  la  Pals,  the 
great  highway  of  Parts  fashion,  or  on 
^e  Qual  de  Bourbon,  down  by  the  an- 
cient heart  of  the  city.  It  says,  "If 
you  are  Bngiish  and  passing,  look  in 
and  talk;  we  speak  your  language,  we 
like  to  speak  It"  Ton  will  probably 
find  that  the  speaking  ia  limited  to  th* 
courteales  of  tbe  rOad  and  tbe  counter, 
biit  that  tokea  nothing  from  the  new 
significance  of  "On  parte  anglais!" 

There  la  a  redl  wieb  on  the  part  of 
Parisians  to  know  more  of  our  lan- 
guage, now  that  they  know  more  of  our- 
selves. This  Is  a  compliment  only  to 
be  appreciated  by  the  man  who  under- 
stands the  pride  of  the  French  in  their 
own  beautiful  tongue.  Behind  the  com- 
pliment the  spirit  of  our  Intoreourse 
is  at  work  In  a  doaen  different  waye. 
"Hullo!",  we  say  when  somebody  has 
rung  us  up  on  the  telepbona  "Hullo!** 
is  the  saliXtatlon  between  two  Britons 
in  khaki  when  they  meet,  neither  ex- 
pecting It.  In  some  comer  of  Paris.  The 
ear  of  Paris,  quick  to  soft  sounds  like 
*Hullo,'  la  taking  it  up.  partly,  perhaps, 
because  It  la  a  Brltiah  word  of  greet- 
ing. Slnoa  tba  war  began  our  langiiagtf 
has  been  ringing  from  the  firing  line 
down  to  the  Seine,  and  you  cannot  have 
that  without  an  enlargement  of  the  con- 
ventional  "On  parle  anglala!"

Somewhere  In  France  there  Is  a 
charming  chief  of  staff,  ever  whoee 
deak  atanda  the  Invoeatkm  "Be  brief, 
your  minntea  ara  aa  proelona  aa  onra." 
That  Is  th*  BngUsh  spirit,  abmpt  If 
businesslike,  rather  than  th*  French 
spirit  *f  courtesy  which  bate*  to  turn 
out  a  vlaltor  until  be  has  said  hia  laat 
word  and  wants  to  go.  True,  the  French 
wording  qualified  that  notice,  but  ita 
point  remained,  and  the  warm  band- 
grip  of  th*  ohl*f-of-etaff  applied.  On 
tbe  beela  of  the  Sngllah  expansion  of 
"On  parle  anglai^'*  there  Is  coming  that 
of  tbe  American  army  in  Fmnce.  Our 
dear  cousins  have  an  aeeant  dlff*r*nt 
from  onra,  but  their  lancnaga  la  a  com- 
mon Inherttanca  Parlatana  readily  dls- 
tlagulab  tbe  two  aecenta  and,  whan  aol- 
diers  are  eoneemed,  try  to  keep  up 
with  both,  ee  coming  under  a  telling 
Anglo-Saxon  cro*a  flr*.

Bart>«r  Brothers  were  Uklag  the 
steamer  to  Japan  with  a  full  cargo  of 
dog  aalmon.  bat  tha  vaaael  never  Bat 
even  so  far  as  the  atraits,  for  white 
bound  ta  Union  Bay  for  bunkers,  some- 
thing went  "  wrong  with  the  steering 
gear  and  the  vaesel  drove  ashore  in  a. 
gale  of  wind  at  Yellow  Island,  Baynes 
Sound,  near  Comox.  one  of  the  owners 
bfing  among  thoae  drowned.  The  Tea- 
sel waa  abandoned  aa  a  total  wreek. 

A  number  of  the  oldest  skippers  now 
on  the  coaat  served  with  Capt  Warren, 
,  by  all  of  whom  he  was  most  deeply 
respected.  Captain  F.  M.  Yorke.  now 
retired,  came  to.  Victoria  many  years 
ago  and  Capt.  Warren  was  the  first  man 
he  worked  for.  He  then  ran  the 
steam  schooner  Orace  between  De- 
parture Bay  and  Eequlmalt,  carrying 
coal  for  the  navy.  The  Qrace  and  the 
Dolphin,  both  owned  by  Capt  Warren, 
were  afterwards  seised  In  the  Bering 
United  Slataa  eutters.

The  Boacowits  Steaihahlp  Company, 
with  headquartera  In  Victoria,  waa  or- 
ganised by  Capt.  Warren,  which.  In 
addition  to  the  Boacowitz,  operated  a 
large  fleet  of  'steamera  up  the  weat 
coaift. 

It  waa  in  t)ie  old  aeallng  daya  that 
Capt.  Warren'a  career  aa  a  mariner 
waa  fliled  with  romance.  He  waa  tha 
flrat  of  tne  big  company  aealers  and 
had  the  biggest  fleet  of  sealing 
schooners  operating  on  thf  Weat  Coaat 
and  tha  Bering  Sea.  It  waa  then  a 
grand  eight  to  Ma  the  fleet  leaving 
Victoria  for  the  hunting  grounds  an 
route  for  the  West  Coast  of  Vancouver 
Island  to  pick  up  Indian  crews. 

But  In  the  early  yeara  the  tradera  on 
the  coaat  of  Vancouver  and  Queen  Char- 
lotte Islands  had  alwaya  been  con- 
fronted with  a  greater  danger  than  ahlp^^ 
wreck  and  in  IICI  tha  numaroua  out- 
ri^es  commuted  by  the  ,  Indiana  cul- 
minated' in  the  murder  of  the  entire 
crew  of  the '  Growler,  a  well  known- 
Puget  Sound  schooner.  The  vessel  left 
Victoria  In  March  with  a  flS.OOO  cargo 
for  the  American  Fur  Company  In  BUka 
and  was  wrecked  oft  Cape  Murray, 
Queen  Charlotte  laland.  the  following 
peraons  losing  their  lives:  '  Captain 
Horace  Coffin.  George  H.  SpraCue.  a 
nephew  of  Governor  J)prague,  of  Rhode 
laland;  George  Nichola,  Abraham  Jack- 
son, Thomas  Riley,  A.  Stewart,  C.  A. 
Thompaon,  John  Shepard.  Samuel 
Thompaon,  Harris  McAlmand.  a  half- 
breed  woman  and  a  young  man  from 
San  Franclaco.

None  of  the  crew  ever  reached  civilis- 
ation again,  and  their  exact  fata  will 
alwaya  remain  a  mystery,  although 
guarded  atatementa  of  the  natlvea  made 
yeara  af  terwarda  proved  that  thoae  who 
eaeaped  death  when  tha  achooner  waa 
wrecked  met  a  worae  fata  In  tha  handa 
of  the  Hydah  Indiana.

Ing  along  the  ahorea,  of  the  Mainland 
near  the  head  of  Vancouver  laland  and 
waa  tacking  near  Btorm  laland,  when  a 
email  canoe  containing  two  Indiana 
came  alongalde.  one  of  whom  aaked  the 
captain  to  go  In  and  anchor,  aa  they 
had  a  great  many  fura  and  dealred  to 
trade. 

OM-Ctaaaffala  the  Sadlaaa 
Captain  Warren  did  not  care  to  an-, 
cbor,  and  told  them  ao.  but  while  they 
were  talking,  two  more  boatloada  came 
up,  and  he  gave  them  a  towllne,  but 
the  vlaitora  did  not  offer  to  Uke  It  and 
appeared  to  be  waiting  for  othera. 
-  Finally  they  pulled  In  near  the  bow  of 
the  aloop  and  Captain  Warren  oboervlng 
a  doien  rlflea  concealed  under  aoma 
blanketa  In  one  of  the  eanoea.  ordered 
hla  men  to  ahow  the  natlvea  that  they 
were  armed. 

Seeing  that  they  were  foiled  in  mak- 
ing the  flrat  break,  the  Indian  chief 
parried  by  aaking  why  tha  ahlp'a  crew 
were  armed,  but  Captain  Warren  did 
not  beat  about  the  buAi,  and  pointing  to 
the  concealed  rlflea  in  the  canoe,  de- 
clared that  the  flrat  Indian  to  touch  a 
gun  would  be  ahot  and  adviaed  them  to 
go  away. 

Nothing  developed,  and  tha  'Oaptaln. 
thinking  all  danger  of  a  aerape  had 
paaaed  following  the  dlacloaure  of  the 
concealed  weapona,  unthlnhlngly  made 
a  remark  to  thta  effect  to  hla  men.  The 
ohlaf  underatood  thta,  however,  and  be- 
lieving that  he  could  taka  the  captain 
anawarea,  gave  the  order  which  raaulted 
In  every  Indian  aelalng  a  weapon,  tha 
eanoea  eloaed  In  and  the  flght  waa  on. 
OapUln  Warren  waa  aided  by  a  giant 
aallar  known  aa  Big  Bill  aad  a  man 
caUad  Steve,  and  at  tha  flrat  volley 
from  the  ahip  two  Indiana  fell  mortal- 
ly wounded.  Before  they  could  reoovar 
from  the  flrat  volley,  another  waa  flrad 
Into  their  mldat  which  accounted  for 
four  mora  of  tha  natlvea. 

ateve  waa  wetiadad  In  tha  battle  and 
dragged  himaelf  to  the  cabin,  leaving* 
the  othera  to  flght  it  out,  aided  by  tha 
Indian  pUot  of  the  aloop.  who  killed 
two  of  hia  countrymen.  Captain  War- 
ren had  a  repeating  rifle  which  aatan- 
Uhad  the  natlvea.  aa  they  could  not  un- 
daraUnd  hew  It  could  aeaminCly  ehoet 
forarar  without  raloadlng. 


Tha  lively  dodging  Indulged  In  by 
Captain  Warren  and  hia  big  aaalaUnt 
prevented  the  Indiana  from  taking  ef- 
fective aim  and  when  the  laat  man  went 
down  before  a  buHat  from  the  rapaatar. 
they  withdrew  with  a  loaa  of  fourteen 
killed '  and  als  wounded,  one  of  when) 
died  the  next  day.  CapUIn  Warran  anf- 
fered  from  a  buokahot  wgnnd  which 
laid  him  op  for  a  long  time  and  tha 
man  Steve  waa  aerloa^ly  Injured,  but 
both  reooverad.  aad  thta  laaaon  lad  tha 
Indiana  to  abandon  their  attaeba  on 
the  tradera  for  many  a  year  afterward. 
Prior  ta  IMl  meat  of  tha  aallinv 
vaaMla  woald  1^  on  very  abort  crvlaaa.
